Trading Is Less Exciting. 


From the purely statistical stand- 
point the market was rather hum- 
drum, entirely without the dramatics 
of the previous day, but it was not 
without great interest to the coun- 
try as a whole, which had been 
faced with something approaching a 
serious crisis in the _ securities 
market. Sales for the day on the 
New York Stock Exchange were 
5 618,990 shares, or 2,627,750 shares 
less than the record-breaking turn- 
over of Tuesday. 

The average of twenty representa- 
tive industrial issues recovered 9.84 
points of their losses, while the rail- 
road shares were up 1.98. The com- 
bined average of fifty representa- 
tive issues was up 5.91, bringing 
back these averages to within 1.96 
of their total losses in the two sep- 
arate market smashes of the week. 
The ticker’s greatest lag was 17 
minutes, and at the close it was 


less than a dozen minutes behind. 

The prompt action of New York 
banks in offering their resources to 
stem the tide of liquidation. was the 
most important factor in turning 
the market squarely about. One in- 
stitution—the National City Bank— 
announced that it had $25,000,000 to 
lend, ,000,000 of which would be 
available from 15 per cent to 20 per 
cent on every 1 per cent advance in 
the rate. This lead was followed by 
many other large banks, althoug: 
with smaller amounts of funds, and 
the effect was virtually to ‘‘peg’ 
the cali rate at the 15 per cent at 
which it renewed. 

The overnight change in sentiment 
was quite apparent.

McManus’s release from the cell in 
the ‘‘flats’’ on the ground floor of | 
the prison which he had occupied 
four months to the day was attend- 
ed by a demonstration of about 1,000 
onlookers. They cheered as Mc- 
Manus, smiling, stepped out of the 
grill door of the main entrance to 
the Tombs on Centre Street. Passing 
motorists added to the din by toot- 
ing their horns. 


18 Policemen in Front of Tombs. 


The police had foreseen the possi- 
bility of the demonstration when 
Commissioner Whalen was informed 
that Justice Levy at noon had ful- 
filled his promise of sixty days be- 
fore that if District Attorney Banton 
had not called McManus to trial on 
the murder indictment by yesterday 
he would fix bail. Three mounted 
men and about fifteen patrolmen had 
been stationed in front of the Tombs 
half an hour after the court order 
had been signed and the prisoner’s 
lawyer, James D. C. Murray, de 
livered it to Warden Barr. 

A crowd that had gathered in front 
of the county court house three 


blocks down Centre Street, on Foley 
Square, trailed behind Mr. Murray; 
James McManus, a brother of the ac- 
cused man, and Edward J. McLaugh- 
lin, a real estate operator, who later 
furnished the bail for McManus, as 
they made their way to the Tombs. 
Mr. McLaughlin’s father, a retired 
police inspector, who for many years 
was head of the detective bureau, 
had served as a detective under the 
famous Inspector Thomas F. Byrnes 
with the late Charles J. McManus,

Special significance attached to 
Sir Henri’s attendance at the meet- 
ings beedtise he represented thot only 
the extensive Shel] interests fm this 
country, Mexico, Venezuela and 
Colombia, but also was the spokes- 
man for a major part of the petro- 
leum industry of Europe. For the 
time being the conservation move- 
ment is directed toward the Western 
Hemisphere, where there has been 
the greatest overproduction of oil. 
Oil executives realize, however, that 
the success of any curtailment pro- 
gram depends to a large extent upon 
the cooperation of foreign producers, 
and the next step will be toward a 
world agreemer.t on production. Pre- 
liminary plans to that end are al- 
ready under way. 

There is also in prospect, as a 
corollary to the present American 
plan, a possible agreement in Europe 
and the Far East to eliminate costly 
duplication in the distribution of oll 
products. Discussion of such an 
agreement, it is understood, will take 
place between Sir Henri Deterding 
and leading American oil exporters 
before he returns to Europe. Sir 
Henri was the guest of Walter C. 
Teagle, president of the Standard Oil 
Company of New Jersey, at a dinner 
last night, attended by prominent 
American oil executives. It is under- 
stood that the European problems 
and other questions in which the 
largest producers are concerned, in- 
cluding world-wide cooperation on 
curtailment, were discussed infor- 
mally. There will be other meetings 
between Sir Henri and American oil 
men before he returns to Europe. 
Much has been said within the last 
year about partitioning the oil mar- 


kets of the world outside of the 
United States, but it is not believed 
that anything in that direction will 
be done on Sir Henri’s present visit.

I expected all the 
time to hear they were coming here 
to be married. The idea has been in 
my head ever since 1 Scard thet she 
was engaged to Colonel Lindbergh.” 

North Haven is an island adjacent 
to Vinal Haven and twelve miles 
from Rockland in Penobscot Bay. 
It has a populaiion of 510 and Sum- 
mer estates valued at $558,000. It is 
reached by steamers of the Rockland 
Bar Harbor Line and also by an- 
other line from Rockland and Vinal 
Haven. ‘

FREEPORT, L. I. Mareh 27.— 
Country clubs and fraternal organi- 
zations were warned against liquor 
violations tonight by Elvin N. Ea- 
wards, District Attorney of Nassau 
County, in a speech over Station 
WGBB. The target for most of his 


attack, however, was the speakeasy. 

‘“‘Speakeasies,’’ he said, ‘‘create 
half of the crime in this county. The 
atmosphere of profanity, immorality 
and drunkenness reaches beyond their 
walls into the neighborhood until 
real estate values are lowered, high- 
ways are made unsafe for motor ve- 
hicle traffic and the sidewalks are 
made unsafe for our women folk. I 
am thoroughly convinced that the 
great mass of our people are in favor 
of the elimination of this type of 
Place in our county and that those 
who are against prohibition and are 
known as wets are behind us in this 
effort.”’ 

After saying that 98 per cent of 
the police were doing their duty, 
the District Attorney asked the pub- 
lic to aid him in his war on drinking 
places. He asked that lists of speak- 
easies be sent to him, and advised 
his audience that one way of obtain- 
ing evidence against a place would 
be to buy a drink there with a wit- 
ness along to confirm the sale. 

The District Attorney disclaimed 
any effort to enforce Federal statutes, 
but declared with emphasis that he 
intended to enforce the State laws 
to the limit, adding that County 
Judge Lewis J. Smith had promised to 
impose drastic fines and terms upon 
liquor violators. Mr. Edwards broad- 
cast a warning directly to the own- 
ers, bartenders, waiters, landlords 
and financial backers of speakeasies.

LITTLE AMERICA, Antarctica, 
March 27.—The gray twilight that 
comes before the Winter night is 
settling down over Antarctica.

But m t of the outside work of 
the Byrd Expedition for this season 
is done, and in a few weeks more,

of darkness in comfort. } 

This day there is a strong wind| 
blowing and snow drifting. A holi- | 
day has been declared in order that | 
tired muscles may be rested and 
energy renewed for the last days of 
hard work. A man gets tired much 
more quickly down here, so much 
vitality is expended in resisting the 
cold. 

For three months the men of the 
expedition have worked as they would 
never have worked under normal con- 
ditions, building a home and hauling 
all the bulky and heavy material 
which accompanies aviation. It has 
been a herculean task. 


Planes Housed in Snow Dugouts. 


The Fairchild plane, the Stars and 
Stripes, is buried for the Winter in 
a house of snow blocks, and the 
Ford, the Floyd Bennett, will be 
tucked away on the next quiet day. 

The day she made her last flight 
the wings of the Fairchild craft were 
folded and she was pushed into a 
hole in the snow. Then snow blocks 
were piled all around her up to the 
top of the fuselage, so that the plane 
vests in a sort of snow fort.

“You violated the Constitution in 
your handling of this bill from the 
very beginning,’’ Senator Downing 
said, pointing his finger at the Re- 
publicans across the aisle from his 
own seat. ‘‘First you referred it to 
a committee where it was improfer- 
ty considered. Then you made pro- 
vision for legislative supervision of 
the segregation of budget items, con- 
trary to the Constitution. 

“It may be that we do not like to 
see our powers taken away from us 
by the Governor, but we voted to 
submit the executive budget amend- 
ment to the people, the people rati- 
fied it, and now we must stand by 
the Constitution, which says that the 
drafting of the budget and the au- 
thority over appropriations belong to 
the Governor.”’ 

Senate Leader Knight insisted at 
this point that the budget amend- 
ment to the Constitution only gave 
the Governor the power to submit a 
budget drafted by himself, but not to 
dictate how it should be considered 
upon reaching the Legislature. 

The Democratic Senator twitted 
the Republicans for having stood 
for a lump-sum eppropriation in the 
Department of Public Works, to be 
segregated by the department head 
without the Governor’s approval. 

“That lump-sum appropriation came 
from the Governor,’’ said Senate 
Leader Knight. 

“Tf you object to lump sums, why 
don’t you accept the line item bill 
sent in by the Governor without 
changing it to restore lump sums in 
the instance of two departments?”’ 
asked Mr. Sheridan. ‘‘We will pub- 
lish the reports of the committee, 
headed by Henry L. Stimson, who 
recommended the executive budget 
to the 1915 Constitutional Conven- 
tfon, presided over by Elihu Root, in 
bock form.”’

Both are Republican bills, but fol- 
low so closely recommendations laid 
down by the Governor that he calls 
them his own.

Army Buglers Sound ‘Taps’ 
Over Catafalque Ablaze With 
Candles at Rites. 


ABSOLUTION BY CARDINAL 


Dominican Priest Gives Sermon in 
French—Mgr. Lavelle Eulogizes 
‘One of Greatest Frenchmen.’ 


A solemn high mass of requiem for 
Ferdinand Foch, Marshal of France 
and Generalissimo of the Allied 
Armies during the World War, was 
offered yesterday morning in St. 
Patrick’s Cathedral. The mass was 
under the auspices of the French 
citizens of New York, the French 
Catholic Church of St. Vincent de 
Paul and of the cathedral author- 
ities. Men and women of all faiths 
joined in the tribute. It was a miii- 
tary mass throughout. 

Seldom in the history of this city 
have its citizens seen such a tribute 
offered to any one man, dead or liv- 
ing. In that same cathedral where 
the famous Marshal knelt and wor- 
shiped on his visit here in October, 
1921, the men who had fought under 
him and the representatives of the 
countries under whose flags they 
had fought gathered to honor the 
memory of the man who led the 
allied armies to victory. 

Generals there were, and privates 
too, some of them in uniform, with 
medals and orders gleaming on their 
breasts; others in civilian clothes 
and, like the uniformed officers, 
wearing their medals and decora- 
tions. In the sanctuary sat an Eng- 
lish Catholic priest wearing the 
Legion d’Honneur, the Croix de 
Guerre of the country whose brave 
s0n was being honored, the Military 
Cross of his own country and deco- 
rations from other allied nations. 
Next to him sat the Dominican 
father who later delivered the 
eulogy in French. The sombreness 
of his plain vestments was offset by 
the blazing red of the vestments of 
the Cardinal, the purple of the Car- 
dinal’s entourage and the color of 
the uniforms and decorations of 
those who comprised the -congrega- 
tion. 


Buglers Sound ‘‘Taps.’’ 


In place of the musical tones of 
the altar bell at the elevation of the 
host, a bugler of the Sixteenth In- 
fantry, U. S. A., blew ‘‘attention’’ 
while a full company of his regi- 
ment, all wearing the fourragere of 
the Croix de Guerre, presented 
arms. Then, just as the Cardinal 
pronounced the absolution, one bu- 
gler, stationed in the sanctuary, 
sounded ‘‘Taps’’ while another, in 
the rear of the choir, echoed the 
plaintive strains that are sounded 
over the dead of a nation’s war- 
riors. 

While those who could crowd into 
every nook and cranny of the spa- 
cious cathedral bowed their heads in 
reverence, thousands outside who 
could not obtain admittance also 
bowed their heads and paused in 
their passing to say a prayer. 

The entire body of the cathedral 
was given over to the soldiers, war 
veterans and consuls and representa- 
tives of foreign countries. 

A catafalque rested in front of the 
sanctuary and this was ablaze with 
candles. About it throughout the 
mass stood two French officers, two 


¥rench soldiers and two French sail- 


ors as a guard of honor. 
Three Volleys Fired. 


After the service, just before the 
doors were thrown open to dismiss 
the worshipers, a firing squad from 
the Sixteenth Infantry lined up on 
the porch of the cathedral and, with 
Fifth Avenue hushed and throngs 
looking on, fired three volleys into 
the air, as is the custom at the grave 
of a soldier. Then a bugler stepped 
forward and sounded ‘‘Taps’’ again. 

An American flag was held at both 
the head and the foot of the cate- 
falque. The rule of the cathedral 
that only the Stars and Stripes may 
be carried to its altar caused the 
many organizations to leave their 
regimental banners along with the 
tricolor of France in the vestibule. 

Cardinal Hayes, who, since the en- 
trance of the United States into the 
World War, has been Bishop Ordi- 
nary for the Army and Navy, pre- 
sided in the sanctuary, and at the 
close of the mass he pronounced the 
final absolution. Many army and

The formal entran:e 
American industry would not seed | 
the physical makeup of the trust, 
inasmuch 4s it has long been known | 
that Americans have been receiving | 
a portion of the British quota. But 
the moral effect of American men.- 
bership would be considerable. 

According to the Usine—the organ 
of the French steel industry— the | 
trust will hold its next meeting in | 
London on April 12, at which time | 
the question of changing the name | 
to ‘‘Irma’’—International Rail Mak- 
ers’ Association—to conform to the} 
new American membership, will be | 
considered. 

There 1s an impression among Con- 
tinental rail manufacturers’. that 
American legislation against trusts | 
lately seems to have been relaxed. 
Rail makers in the United States, 
it is said, were the first to take ad- 


vantage of the new situation by join | 
ing the European trust. 
See Other Industries Joining. 

If the current report proves to be 
correct, and little doubt is expressed |; 
here on that score, Europeans be- 
lieve that the decision is a good} 
augury for the future participation | 
of American industries in other Old | 
World trade cartels. The next move 
to be expected, according to eed 
pean business men, is the announce- 
ment that the American steel indus- 
try has joined the European steel | 
cartel. 

That American industries have | 
been observing closely the progress 
of the post-war trusts is a well- 
known fact, for in many markets the 
effect of this new form of competi- | 
tion has been felt by the American | 
companies.

Germans Cause Anxiety. 

The Germans, too, have always | 
been a source of anxiety to the Euro- ;

meeting reports are circulated to the | 
effect that Germany desires ‘‘to go) 
it alone.’’ So far, this has proved to | 
be nothing but a bluff, observers say. 

Now that the British have been in- ! 
duced to remain i.. the rail entente, | 
the Continental countries are hoping 
soon to see them in the. steel trust. | 
The prosperity of the British rail | 
makers caused an overproduction of 
120,000 tons in 1928, thus requiring | 
them to pay a fine of 7 to 12 shillings | 
a ton. The British favored withdraw- | 
ing, but the Continental members 
finally consented to include Crown 
Colonies such as India within the 
British domestic market needs which 
were not calculated in the annual 
production quota assigned by the 
trust. 

This had the effect of greatly 
strengthening the British position in | 
the trust, and probably accounted | 
for the British acceptance of an in- 
ereased schedule of overproduction 
fines. Under the new agreement, 
overproduction up to 37,500 tons will 
pay a fine of 10 shillings a ton.

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AIR CRASH REPORT 
FINDS PILOT ERRED 


Newark Airport Expert Thinks 
Foote Became ‘“‘Flustered,” 
but Withholds Blame. 


MOTOR FAILURE A CAUSE 


Lieut. Alidworth Also Holds Flier in 
Wreck That Killed 14 Was Un- 
familiar With Terrain. 


The report of Lieutenant Richard | 
Aldworth, air traffic expert of the| 
Newark Airport, on the crash a week 
ago Sunday of a Ford trimotor plane 
which killed fourteen persons, all 
those aboard except the pilot, was 
made yesterday by Mayor Jerome T. 
Congleton of Newark. Lieutenant 
Aldworth assigns three causes which, 
in his opinion, were important fac- 
tors in the crash: Motor failure, im- | 
proper piloting and the failure of the | 
owners of the plane thoroughly to 
familiarize the pilot with the terrain |} 
surrounding the airport. 

The seventy-page report includes, | 
besides much expert testimony, the | 
story of Lou Foote, the pilot, as told! 
to Lieutenant Aldworth and R. L. 
Copsey, Department of Commerce in- | 
spector, from the pilot’s bed in St. | 
James Hospital, where he is slowly | 
recovering trom a fractured skull | 
and other serious injuries. 

While Lieutenant Aldworth plainly | 
indicates that he believes Foote | 


made mistakes,. he admits that no 
positive proof exists and that the 
conclusions he has reached are the 
result of deduction. 


Wants Blame Withheld. 


“Notwithstanding the fact that the 
greater part of evidence so far seems 
to show improper piloting subse- 
quent to engine failing,’’ the report | 
states, ‘“‘it is urgently recommended 
that no blame in any sense be for- 
mally attached to the pilot until he 
has had sufficient time to try to} 
recollect every incident of the flight, 








plane’s port side. an engine failed 
to function; reason or reasons un- 
known. 

“Perhaps a bump was encountered 
at the same time, causing the pilot 
to fear the plane shelving off into 
a spin on the down side. The plane 
was probably righted then to right 
and from this point its course seems 
to have been directly down wind. 

“T am of the opinion that the plane 
was not overloaded under the law as 
to weight. 


Says Pilot Grew Flustered. 


“Tt is my opinion that the pilot 
became flustered and plunged into 
the sand car because of or by no 
realization of his distance or positive 
direction from this field when an 
engine failed to function; 

“‘An endeavor to land in the dump, 
discounting his remaining engines 
and his own ground speed; 

“Trying to stretch his glide stall- 
ing, and shelving off to the left; 

“‘Trying in the last few seconds to

Added Impeachment Charges 
Are Voted Against Chief Justice 
of Supreme Court. 


TWO ASSOCIATES ACCUSED 


State Senator Reprimanded in 
Clean-Up of Johnston Case— 
Game Commissioners Resign. 


OKLAHOMA CITY, March 27 (). 
—After a day of voting in the House 
of Representatives, three of the nine 
justices of the Oklahoma Supreme 
Court, including the chief justice, 
tonight were under impeachment 
charges with the prospect of trial 
before the State Senate court. 

Ten additional charges reported by 
the House investigation committee 
were voted against Chief Justice 
Charles W. Mason, who had been 
impeached on one charge last week. 
All of eleven charges reported 
against Justice J. W. Clark were 
adopted by the House, and nine of 
ten charges reported against Justice 
Fletcher Riley also were adopted. 
One article of the impeachment bill 
against Justice Riley failed of adop- 
tion by 33 votes for to 60 opposed. 

The charges against the judges had 


|to do with alleged malfeasance in 


office, ranging from bribery to ir- 


| regular court procedure. 


The furor aroused by pubiication 
last week of a letter by Senator John 
Rice of El Reno, charging attempted 
bribery in the impeachment trial of 
Henry 8S. Johnston, who was re- 
moved from the Governor’s office, 
became a closed incident today when 
Rice was reprimanded before the 
Senate by Senator Guy L. Andrews, 
appointed for the task by vote of the 


Chamber. Rice also was shorn of 
his committee appointments. An ad- 
herent of ex-Governor Johnston, he 
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had charged that attempts were 
made to induce him and two other 
administration followers to vote for 
Johnston’s removal, 

Accused of Injuring Senate. 

In a low voice, Senator Andrews 
told Rice that he had without justi- 
fication set forces going against the 
reputation of the Senate and that his 
act was unpardonable. 

“‘This.is the highest price ever paid 
for any act in my life,’’ Mr. Rice, his 
face pale, said after the reprimand. 

He repeated his declaration that he 
had meant to impute no wrongdoing 
to his colleagues, and again apolo- 
gized to the Senate. . 

Resignations of the chairman and 
vice chairman of the State Fish and 
Game Commission were tendered to- 
day to Governor W. J. Holloway and 
accepted by him. The commission 
was under fire in the investigation 
of Governor Johnston. ; 

S. H. Harris of Oklahoma City, 
chairman of the commission, told 
Governor Holloway he was offering 
his resignation ‘‘with a view of 
avoiding any possible embarrassment 
to P rag in reor, ~ oes departments 
under your control.” .

During Napoleon’s Russian cam- 
paign, there was, in the French army, 
a Polish officer named General 
Zagonscheck. He was about eighty 
years old.

LONDON, March 27.—A _state- 
ment from Sir Esme Howard, Brit- 
ish Ambassador to the United States, 
received in London today concern- 


ing the sinking of the rum running 
schooner, I’m Alone, complicates 
rather than simplifies the case in 
Engiish opinion. The British Am- 
bassador reports Secretary Mellon as 
justifying the sinking of the Cana- 
dian schooner on the ground that his 
act was in enforcement of the tariff 
law of the United States. This new 
ground of justification is puzzling 
British officials. 

“Why drag in the United States 
tariff?’"’ they ask. It is held here 
that the tariff law is purely an 
American domestic concern with no 
international relevancy whatever. 
If the law referred to by Secretary 
Mellon is an act of Congress at- 
tempting to extend the jurisdiction 
of the United States customs beyond 
the three-mile limit of territorial 
waters, the Secretary is shifting the 
argument to a basis on which Eng- 
land finds no common ground for 
discussion, runs the comment. 


British Attitude on Tariff Claim. 


The same attitude is attributed 
here to Vincent Massey, Canadian 
Minister at Washington, to whose 
government the direct handling of 
the case is now largely entrusted 
because of the Canadian register of 
the rum runner. The British For- 
eign Office, however, continues to 
take a keen interest in the situation,

Randall Phones to London. 


LONDON, March 27 (#).—Captain 
Randall of the I’m Alone talked 
with The Evening News by telephone 
today and was quoted as saying, 
among other things:

I knew all the risks, 
but I never expected a raw deal like 
this. It’s a miracle of luck that 
I’m here talking to you on the tele- 
phone. * * * It’s no fault of the 
customs men we aren’t all drowned.”’ 

Captain Randall said that after be- 
ing put in irons and taken ashore, 
he demanded to see the British 
Consul. 

“All day I asked to see him and 
I know now that he was waiting all 
day trying to get in touch with me, 
but they told me the consul had 
turned us down and would have 
nothing to do with us. * * * The 
consul here is just as sore as he 
can be."’ 


ASKS POLICE PROTECTION. 


Consul at Belize Alarmed by Feeling 
Over I’m Alone. 


BELIZE, British Honduras, March 
27 (®).—G. Russell Taggart, United 
States Consul here, sought police 
protection today because of high 
feeling over the sinking of the 
Canadian rum-runner I’m _ Alone. 
Two Belize men were members of 
the crew. The authorities are taking 
every precaution to prevent an at- 
tack on the consulate. 


WASHINGTON, March 27 ®.— 
State Department officials said to- 
night that they had received no in- 
formation from the American Con- 
sul at Belize, British Honduras, re- 
garding his reported request for 
police protection, due to high feeling 
over the sinking of the I’m Alone.

BRITISH RECEIVE REPORT 


Ambassador Turns Document Re- 
garding Rum-Runner Over to 
the Canadian Minister.

WASHINGTON, March 27.—France 
| was drawn into the international con- 
troversy over the sinking by the 
United States Coast Guard of the 
Canadian rum-running schooner I’m 
Alone when a report was received by 
the French Embassy today from Con- 
sul General Tom in New Orleans that 
Leon: Mangay, the seaman who was 
drowned in the sinking of the 


schooner, was a French citizen. 

The fact of Mangay’s citizenship 
does not prevent Canada from es- 
pousing his cause, since he was serv- 
ing under the Dominion merchant 
flag. However, representations or a 
protest concerning his death, with a 
demand made for indemnification, 
will probably be made by France sep- 
arately. 

The French Embassy explained 
that the report of Mangay’s citizen- 
ship was meager, and that complete 
information would be necessary be- 
fore action could be taken. The em- 
bassy, therefore, will probably not 
present its views before the end of 
the week. 

Including the French, four govern- 
ments are now involved in the I’m 
Alone case. A serious situation, how- 
ever, does not seem likely to arise. 
The Canadian Legation stated today 
that it was in complete agreement

If that law is to be invoked in the 
I’m Alone case, the United States 
must show that the schooner was 
within three miles of shore when 
she was hailed by a coast guard 
boat. 

The only international agreement 
between the United States and Eng- 
land under which the case can pos- 
sibly come, according to the British | 
version, is the treaty of 1924 by 
which England, at the request of 
the United States for aid in prohibi- 
tion enforcement consented to ex- 
tend the right of search and seizure 
of British rum runners beyond the 
customary three-mile limit to the 
distance which the suspected vessel | 
in any given case might traverse in 
an hour. : 

In the treaty itself, both nations 
reaffirm that the three-mile limit 
still marks the boundary of terri- 
torial waters, and all rights of juris- 
diction save for the single exception 
of seizing rum ships still confined in 
the three-mile limit. 

So the only questions involved in 
the present case, according to the 
Eniglsh version, are: ? 

First, is the Coast Guard captain 
or the schooner’s captain telling the | 
truth as to the location of the I’m 
Alone when pursuit began? 

Second, is the contention of the 
United States that the Coast Guard 
was within the right implied in the 
continuous pursuit theory in sink- 
ing the British vessel 200 miles of* 
the coast when the boat which began 
the pursuit did not finish it but left 
the final act of destroying the 
schooner to another cutter? 

Third, could not the crews of two 
armed vessels manage to capture a 
damaged, unarmed schooner, without 
sinking her with the loss of life? 


Have Confidence in Captain. 


There is no dispute whatever as 
to the character and business of the| 
rum running schooner. Her skipper | 
freely admits that. So the piling up | 
of American statements, reiterating | 
evidence of bootlegging is looked | 
upon in England as needlessly diver’ 
ing attention from the real issues. | 
Citing of the tariff law is considered | 
unfortunate. \j 

Concerning the conflict of veracity | 
and of nautical skill in judging dis- 
tances off shore ‘the British are ex- | 
pected to offer in evidence not only 
the long sea experience in general of 
Captain Randall butalso his special 
war time experience as commander 
of an armed trawler. On several 
occasions he desisted from capturing | 
non-belligerent, European’ vessels 
earrying contraband because they 
had got inside the internationa: 
waters of their own countries. 

The liquor treaty of 1924 provides | 
two ways of fixing damages for the |} 
loss of the life of the member of the 
rum runner’s crew drowned and for | 
the sunken schooner should an inter | 
national investigation show the sink 
ing was unjustified. One of these 
is a provision for the settlement of | 
the matter by two arbitrators, one 
appointed by the United States and 
one by England. There is no third 
member to break a tie, so that if the 
two disagree, the case is then re- 
ferred to the Claims Commissior 
already established under the pro- 
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initely as a result of the I’m Alone 
incident. It ho that the United 
States will find that there is no basis 
for resisting demands for satisfac- 
tion but, if a contrary decision is 
taken, will seek international adjudi- 
cation by arbitration. 


No Hasty Moves by Canada. 
But the Canadian officials asserted 


that there would be no hasty moves 
and that it would be a “‘long time’”’ 
before any definite steps were taken. 


At present the case was in a ‘‘fact- 
finding’ stage. A report was re- 
ceived by the British Em from 
its Consul General in New Orleans 
covering the investigation which has 
been made there and this was trans- 
mitted to the Canadian Legation. 
In this report, it is said here, Cap- 
tain Randall, skipper of the I’m 
Alone, admitted that the Coast 
Guard patrol boat Walcott had kept 
on the heels of the schooner from 
the time the pursuit was begun until 
the I’m Alone was sunk by the 
Dexter. 

If this should be true, Canadian 
diplomatic circles admitted the ques- 
tion of ‘‘continuous pursuit’? had 
faded to the slight proportions of 
whether the pursuit was at all times 
a “hot” one, as required by interna- 
tional law, and whether the sinking 
of the schooner by other than the 
craft which started the pursuit came 
within the meaning of the doctrine 
of “‘hot, continuous pursuit.’”’ This 
was a question for international 
lawyers, they added. 

Secretary Kellogg stated today that 
information thus far received was 
not definite as to whether the I’m 
Alone was within one hour’s steam- 
ing distance of the United States 
shore when she was first pursued. 
Further investigation had been asked 
of the Coast Guard and the Depart- 
vad of Justice along this line, he 
added. 


Question of “Hot Pursuit.” 


Whether the State Department will 
attempt to defend the pursuit and 
sinking, if it is found that the I’m 
Alone was within one hour’s steam- 


ing distance of the United States 
shore when she was first hailed, has 
not been disclosed, but if it does 
Canada will maintain that neither 
the Dominion nor Great Britain has 
ever conceded territorial jurisdiction 
to the United States in waters be- 
tween the three-mile limit and the 
one hour’s steaming distance from 
the shore within which the ship 
liquor treaty permits pursuit, search 
and even seizure of suspected smug- 
gling craft. 

Under international law “hot pur- 
suit’’ must be taken up within terri- 
torial waters, and it is held that only 


implies such jurisdiction can it be 
made to apply to the present case. 

Both Canada and Great Britain will 
be glad to have the int settled 
definitely. Steps in s direction 
were in contemplation by the Ottawa 
government before the I’m Alone was 
sunk, bi on the pursuit and seiz- 
ure of Canadian craft in three sepa- 
rate incidents within the last year 
and a half. 

These cases, which involved the 
Vinces and two other Canadian 
ships, were decided recently in 
the United States Courts in favor 
of the Coast Guard, and preparations 
have since been under way at Otta- 
wa for bringing them up here, 
rouge diplomatic channels, on pro- 
est. 

The legal questions presented in 
these cases and the sinking of the 
I’m Alone have already led to sug- 

estions here that the ship liquor 
reaty should be ‘‘clarified’’ to spe- 
cify that ‘‘hot pursuit’’ may be start- 
ed within one hour’s steaming dis- 
tance.

at the White House today. They

Later, in ceremonies on the steps 
of the Capitol, Major Segrave re- 
ceived a silver cup awarded to him 
in commemoration of his speed rec- 
ord by the people of Daytona. The 
presentation was made by Vice Pres- 
ident Curtis, in the presence of a 
crowd which enthusiastically ap- 
plauded the automobile racer. 


As he left the White House Major 
Segrave expressed the belief that in- 
ternational competititon in the world 
of sports would do a great deal to- 
ward strengthening the friendly re- 
lations between the United States 
and Great Britain. 

“When an Englishman is in the 
United States to compete in an event 
of international importance,”’ he said. 
“the eyes of the people are centred 
on this nation and the friendly treat- 
ment and cooperation accorded him 
is certain to have an everlasting and 
favorable effect.

The House voted, 88 to 3, to carry 
forward the impeachment inquiry.

BRIEGER QUITS POST 
AND ASSAILS HARVEY 


Continued from Page 1, Column 6. 


I have been entirely disillusioned in 
view of your upholding in principle, 
or through necessity, the same sharp 
political practices and customs and 
catering to political affiliation of one 
kind or another or to tnose who 
aided in your election as Borough 
President, as have been done during 
past administrations of this bor- 
ough for the last sixteen years. All 
these conditions I have brought to 


— attention on numerous occa- 
sions. 

“‘When I took office with you I had 
hopes that for once and perhaps only 
once the people of the Borough of 
Queens were to be given an efficient 
business administration, unfettered 
by any politics, but I now realize 
that as things are today, and in view 
of what has transpired quite recent- 
ly, particularly having in mind the 

| hearing held but yesterday by Com- 

missioner Higgins at our oeenen 
Hall, that this cannot possibly be 
done, and that city officials appar- 
ently, even though willing, are still 
unable to render the people such an 
administration. 

“As a business man, therefore, I 
feel that, as much as I would have 
liked to remain a member of your 
Cabinet to the end, I cannot any 
longer permit myself, through my 
friendship for you, to remain in 
your Cabinet when the same is con- 
trary to my principles of service to 
the people of Queens and to my 
conscience, 

‘“‘May I therefore ask you to re- 
lieve me of my duties as Superin- 
tendent of the Bureau of Street 
Cleaning for Queens forthwith.”’ 

Mr. Brieger, a well-to-do builder and 
banker of Woodside, was appointed 
Superintendent of Street Cleaning 
last December. He accepted the posi- 
tion ‘‘not for the money in the job 
but for anything I can do for Queens.” 
It became known that Mr. Brieger 
was spending more than half the 
$5,250 which the job pays for a staff 
of private investigators, which he as- 
serted was needed to straighten out 
certain conditions in the department. 

On Jan. 22 William T. Stevenson, 
Assistant Superintendent of the 
Bureau of Street Cleaning and an 
employe of the department since 
1904, was suspended by Borough 
President Harvey at the request of 
Mr. Brieger, after»Stevenson had re- 
fused to resign. At the same time 
Brieger announced that his investi- 
gators had uncovered graft in the 
bureau which was expected to reach 
$1,000,000. There was evidence, he 
charged, of payrol] padding; that 
more than 250,000 gallons of gaso- 
line bought by the borough had dis- 
appeared. 

On Feb. 19 formal charges embrac- 
ing seven counts of general incom- 
petence in office were presented to 
Stevenson by Borough President 
Harvey. Stevenson denied _ the 
charges. The following day Mr. Har- 
vey announced that he had evidence 
showing that $400,000 worth of prop- 
erty belonging to the Street Clean- 
ing Department had disappeared and 
that he would ask District Attorney 
Newcombe for a special grand jury 
investigation. 


Confessed Irregularities. 


The evidence, the summarized re- 
sults of six weeks’ work, was turned 
over to the District Attorney on Feb. 
28. It included thirty-five signed 


confessions of borough employes ad- 
mitting irregularities in the handling 
of supplies. 

On March 11, at the suggestion of 
District Attorney Newcombe, Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt called upon Supreme 
Court Justice Arthur S. Tompkins of 
the Ninth Judicial District to sit as a 
committing magistrate in proceed- 
ings growing out of the Queens graft 
charges. It is understood that these 
proceedings will start next week. 

On March 23 last, asserting that he 

jhad found new forms of graft, 
Brieger announced that he was pre- 
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pared to resign unless Mr. Harvey 
agreed to radical changes in 
cabinet and administration. 

At the same time Brieger let it 
be known that he had accepted the 
resignation of District Superinten- 
dent of Street Cleaning Patrick J. F. 
Morris. Assistant District Attorney 
James J. Conroy of Queens sent im- 
mediately for Morris and questioned 
him. ile neither Brieger nor Con- 
roy would discuss the resignation or 
examination of Morris, after the lat- 
ter left the District Attorney’s of- 
fice Conroy announced that he had 
obtained twelve additional confes- 
sions of graft in the Street Clean- 
ing Department. 


Higgins Takes a Hand. 


Then Commissioner of Accounts 
James A. Higgins took a hand in 
the Queens investigation. The first 
thing he did was to subpoena Mar- 
tin Mager, an independent Demo- 


crat, who was formerly Queens 
County Clerk and who was active 
for Mr. Harvey in the last camnpalgn- 
Although Mager held no offici Rost, 
he occupied a desk in the City Hall 
until Brieger demanded that he be 
asked to vacate this desk. Mager 
then moved his headquarters to Ja- 
maica and announced that he would 
organize to seek the Mayoralty nomi- 
nation for Mr. Harvey in the Fall. 
Soon after, at the request of Mr. 
Harvey, Commissioner Higgins began 
his inquiry. 

Meanwhile Mr. Harvey acted on 
the threat of Brieger to vesge a 4 
demanding the resignations of Fran 
J. MacMaster, Assistant Superintend- 
ent of Public Works, a Democrat, 
receiving a salary of $5,500; and Ed- 
gar K. James, confidential ins ector, 
a Republican, with a salary of $3, 
yearly. They refused to resign 
whereupon r. Harvey dismissed 
them as ‘‘temperamentally unfit.”’ 


INTIMIDATION IS CHARGED. 


Higgins Asks Inquiry in Efforts of 
Witnesses to Recant. 


Commissioner of Accounts Higgins 
announced yesterday that he would 
ask District «ttorney Newcombe for 
a John Doe investigation into re- 
ports that certain witnesses in the 
inquiry into alleged administrative 
irregularities in the Borough of 


Queens are attempting to recant 
their statements because of fear due 
to threats. Mr. Higgins said the in- 
qui into conditions in Queens 
would be resumed 10 o’clock Tues- 
day morning in his office in the 
Municipal Building. 

Mr. Higgins said: 

“Amadeo Liquori, who made a 
statement that certain persons had 
their automobile gasoline tanks filled 
daily at the gasoline pump of the 
asphalt plant owned by the city, and 
at city expense, has attempted to re- 
cant a statement he made and signed 
and which was put into the record.

‘“‘He came over to my office today 
and I showed him the statement. He 
admitted he signed it, but said cer- 
tain parts must have been put in 
after he attached his signature.

@ave here, that he has been threat- 
ened, and I don’t hesitate to say so,

New Chief Steward of the 
Berengaria Held as Witness 
in Diamond Smuggling. 


MORE ARRESTS EXPECTED 


Cunard Line Faces $1,000,000 Fine 
—Trial of Former Patrolman as 
Ring Member Postponed. 


Several additional arrests in the 
Federal Government’s case against 
representatives of international dia- 
mond smuggling syndicates, which 
are alleged to have brought in 
$15,000,000 worth of gems each year, 
were forecast by Assistant United 
States Attorney Alvin McK. Sylves- 
ter yesterday, following further ques- 
tioning of witnesses. 

Trial of former Patrolman John 
T. McIntyre and others indicted as 
principals in the smuggling rings, 
scheduled to start before Federal 
Judge Frank J. Coleman vesterday, 
has been postponed until Tuesday 
morning, but both Mr. Sylvester and 
Assistant United States Attorney 
John M. Blake, who have been han- 
dling the case, worke* until late yes- 
terday evening in developing new 
evidence. 

The first new angle yesterday was 
the questioning of Ernest B. Pembley, 
who succeeded William Ballyn as 
chief steward of the liner Beren- 
garia, when the latter was ‘asted 
for his alleged smuggling activity. 


ag was the first of ten arrested 
in the case. 

Pembley was questioned by Treas- 
ury agents when his ship reached 
Quarantine. He was later taken to 
the Federal Suilding, where he sub- 
mitted to further questioning by Mr. 
Sylvester. He was held under a sub- 
poena, and when he was permitted to 
go arrangements were made with 
the Cunard Tine to keep him in this 
country and available to the authori- 
ties. Mr. Sylvester said that he 
would be a witness for the govern- 
ment during the trial and that he 
had knowledge and information 
which the government felt would be 
important. 

Another name which was brought 
into the picture yesterday was that 
of Robert Chisholm, former chief 
steward of the Mauretania, another 
Cunard liner, who disappeared after 
Ballyn was arrested, and, so far as 
the authorities have been able to 
determine, has not been in this 
country since. Mr. Sylvester said 
that Chisholm was ‘‘unquestionably 
implicated.” 

Mr. Sylvester pointed out yester- 
day that the Cunard Line, in whose 
employ were all of those indicted as 
earriers of the gems, would be sub- 
ject to a fine equal to the value of 
all precious stones which the govern- 
ment could establish as having been 
brought in by such employes. He 
said the government at present had 
knowledge of more than $1,000,000 
worth of such stones brought in by 
Cunard Line employes.

BISMARCK, N. D., March 27 (»).— 
The five-mile ice jam in the Missouri 
River below here, backwaters from 
which threaten to flood Bismarck, 
Mandan and extensive sections of 
rich farm land, cracked up today, 
only to churn itself into another 
mountainous wedge that choked off 
the stream’s flow. 

While army engineers directed a 
crew of men in placing dynamite on 
a gigantic gorge at Huff, south of 


here, the ice jam began to move out, 
and for half an hour it appeared that 
the danger of a serious flood was 
over. 

Then the gorge suddenly reformed 
and tonight it apparently was as 
solid as ever, while the water was 
rising at the rate of half a foot an 
hour. It dropped today from a crest 
of 18.5 feet to 16.7 feet and tonight 
stood at 17.5 feet. 

A sharp drop in the river stage to- 
day and the subsequent sharp rise 
were due to the vagaries of a stream 
| which is famous for the tricks it 
plays upon those who live along its 
shores. 

Engineers returning from the gorge 
said the huge wall of ice presented 
an impressive sight. Cakes have piled 
on top of each other, forcing those

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REBELS FLEE AGAR 
AS CALES ADVANCES 


They Are Leaving Jimenez 
Base, Say the Federals, Who 
Expect to Arrive There Today. 


BACHIMBA FIGHT POSSIBLE 


But Capital Hears Caraveo Is 
Discouraged and Thinks That 
Escobar Won't Fight. 


SINALOA RELIEF DUE TODAY 


First Units of Federal Column Are 


Nearing Mazatlan—dJalisco 


Drive Ready to Start.

MEXICO CITY, March 27.—The 
military steam roller of Secretary of 
War Calles has crossed the Chihua- 
hua State line in its inexorable ad- 
vance on the main rebel forces at 
Jimenez and is now battling the arid 
wastes of the Bolson de Mapimi des- 
ert. The reels are said to be flee- 
ing again before the Calles forces. 

General J. Andreu Almazan, com- 
manding the column in the desert, 
may establish contact with any re- 
maining rebel detachments before 
the end of the week, it is thought 
here. 

Ahead of him the rebels are said 
to be in a desperate plight-and. evac- 
uating Jimenez. Through diplomatic 
channels ordinarily authoritative it is 
lenrned that General’ Marcelo Car- 
aveo, the rebel Govermor of Chihua- 
hus, is thoroughly. discouraged and 
openiy expressing’ his-anger and dis- 
appointment at the faijiure of General 
J. Gonzalo Escobar to make a worth- 


while resistance, at Torreon. The 
collapse of the insurgent assaults on 
Mazatlan is said to have increased 
his discouragement and no doubts 
are entertained here as to his eager- 
ness to make peace. However, this 
is barred by the proclamation of 
President Portes Gil’ limiting clem- 
eney to junior officers and enlisted 
men who were, supposedly, misled 
by the rebel leaders. 


Aviators Report Evacuation. 


Federal aviators operating ahead of 
the advancing Federal columns re- 
ported to General Calles tonight that 
the rebels were evacuating Jimenez, 
where they concentrated after the re- 
treat from Torreon. The ;govern- 
ment believes that in the doubtful 
event of a rebel stand the battle 
would be at Bachimba Pass, a his- 
toric canyon where in past revolts 


so many deciding battles have been 
fought. . 

General Eulogio Oritz, with a cav- 
alry column, is expected to enter 
Jimenez tomorrow morning and be 
followed in twenty-four hours by the 
main infantry and artillery units 
under.General Almazan. 

The President also was informed 
tonight that the rebels in Sinaloa, 
under Generals Cruz and Iturbe, are 
nearing Culiacan, where they are ex- 
pected to pause. After a rest it is 
thought they will continue northward 
and, should they decide to fight, the 
battle scene, in the view of Mexican 
military experts, probably would be 
in the vicinity of the Fuerta River, 
near San Blas, where they could dig 
in to await the coming of the column 
under General Lazaro Cardenas. 
However, the government continues 
to doubt that the rebels will make 
any considerable resistance any- 
where. 

There is disagreement with this 
view in some quarters, however, 
which would not be surprised at a 
last desperate move to turn the tide 
with perhaps real fighting in the 
fastnesses of the Chihuahua deserts 
or Sonora. 


Sinaloa Rebels Declared Panicky. 


Other reports to the Government 
are that the troops of Generals Cruz 
and Iturbe have been badly demoral- 
ized by the failure at Mazatlan, 
where, according to the American 
Consul, their losses must have been 


not less than 300 killed and wounded. 
These units are destroying the South- 
ern Pacific bridges and trackage be- 
hind them, using not only dynamite 
and cables attached to fast, power- 
ful engines but employing a new 
method, which is to pour gasoline on 
the ties and set fire to them. The 
rails curl up, making their further 
use out of the question. 

This, of course, is certain to delay 
the progress of the advance of the 
troops under General Lazaro Carde- 
nas through Northern Sinaloa, which 
is expected to be definitely in motion 
within the next two or three days. 

An air attack on the retreating 
rebel column south of Culiacan was 
reported tonight by General Carillo 
to Chapultepec Palace. The aviators 
who made the attack declared they 
saw every sign of disorganization in 
the rebel ranks. 


Cardenas Nearing Mazatlan. 


This morning between 5,000 and 
6,000 of the Cardenas column was 
between Tepic and Rosario, where 
the rail destruction is not serious. 
From Rosario to Mazatlan, however, 


is another question, and this forty 
miles is understood to be in a condi- 
tion similar to that of the lines de- 
stroyed in Coahuila and Chihuahua. 
However, because of the short dis- 
tance between Rosario and Mazatlan, 
it is probable .that the first unit of 
the Cardenas column will reach 
Mazatlan tomorrow. From this point 
General. Calles.plans_to start prompt- 
ly an offensive toward the north to 
drive the insurgents out of Sinaloa. 

The gencral plan of General Calles 
is believed to be to capture Chihua- 
hau City, divert more troops to Sina- 
loa,‘and send the balance of the main 
column north to recapture Juarez. 

Early tonight the first units of 
General Almazan’s column under 
General Ortiz were reported nearing 
Jimenez. A report from General 
Ortiz, taken as another indication 
that Jimenez is being evacuated, 
says: 

“Escobar is still evading us while 
we continue advancing.” ° 

General Ortiz said in this report, 
an early one, that his whole division 
would be at Jaral Grande, Chihua- 
hua, this afternoon, while advanced 
units by the same time would be at 
Escaloh ready to continue toward 
Jimenez at dawn. 

The campaign against the organ- 
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ized rebel sympathizers in the States 
of Jalisco and Guanajuato also con- 
tinues. General Saturnino Cedillo, in 
command of the cavalry division or- 
dered there, reported today that he 
was ready to proceed against them. 

President Portes Gil also received 
a report from. Governor Alberto Ter- 
rones Benites of Durango declaring 
the State now safely in Federal con- 
trol. He added that the agrarians 
were mobilizing for an attack on the 
so-ealled religious rebels. Governor 
Benites also he was. taking 
drastic measures against the Knights 
of Columbus at Durango City. He 
said they had been operating as spies 
for the rebels. 

General Calles, in a message to 
Chapultepec Palace asked the best 
possible equipment for the division 
he is sending into Jalisco and Guana- 
juato against the ‘religious rebels,”’ 
explaining that he is determined to 
clean them up and bring them to 
terms. 


Censorship Veils Rebel Moves. 


JUAREZ, Chihuahua, March 27 (4). 
—A veil of silence shrouded develop- 
ments tonight in the Jimenez sector 
of Southern Chihuahua, the main 
base of the revolutionary army, 
where rebel forces are believed to be 
concentrating’ to make a stand 
against ‘General. Almazan. 

Revolutionary leaders here said 
that’ they -believed a battle was im- 
minent south of Jimenez. They 
commandered all. telegraph lines 


south of Juarez to Jimenez today for 
a three-hour conference: with Gen- 
eral Escobar, who. is directing the 
activities of a large command. Move- 
ments of his troops were not dis- 
closed. < 

The only message received from 
the front given, out here was one 
from General Escobar addressed to 
General Marcelino M. Murrieta, the 
Juarez commandant, reiterating the 
intention of the rebel leader to di- 
rect an advance on Mexico City. 

The message said that 7,000 men 
in the Baja region of Guanajuato 
were preparing for a march toward 
the national capital to sever General 
Calles’s communication with the 
government. Rebels also were de- 
clared in the dispatch to be continu- 
ing their attack for control of Maz- 
atlan, the important west coast sea- 
port. 

Insurgent forces still occupy Co- 
lima and Manzanillo on the west) 
coast, the message said, and Guada-| 
lajara was reported to be menaced |} 
constantly by the: rebels. 


Polk Headed New Orleans Company. 


NEW ORLEANS, March 27 UP).— 
Captain R. H. Polk, was president 
of the Southern Aeronautic Service, | 
Inc., of New Orleans, which was 


seeking recently to establish an air 
mail and passenger service from 
here to Chicago. 

The company had established a 
flying school in New Orleans and 
claimed to have two-score of pupils 
when its rights were sold. 


Americans Aid at Own Risk.

Cattle Are Crowded From Oases of 
Bolson de Mapimi While Army 
Gets Their Water.

WITH GENERAL ALMAZAN’S 
ARMY IN CHIHUAHUA, March 26. 
—Fighting the intense heat of sun 
and wind, the everlasting, blinding, 
choking desert dust, scarcity of food 
and, most dangerous of all, the lack 
of water, General Almazan’s army is 
now three days and some sixty miles 
forward in his heartbreaking north- 
ern campaign against the rebels. 
Trotting on and on through the 


blazing sun are 5,000 cavalrymen, 
advancing in a long, slender column. 
Behind these there is a fleet of auto- 
mobiles and trucks carrying the in- 
fantry and the General’s staff. They 
thread their way slowly and pain- 
fully over the tortuous, sandy, soft- 
bottomed trails called roads. 

A thousand artillerymen with 
horses and mules, dragging eighteen 
French 75s and other lighter guns, 
bring up the rear. 

Each day the long column stops to 
pitch camp at some desert oasis or 
railroad station wherever enough 
water is available. There for hours 


the work of watering the six or sev- 
en thousand horses and mules by ob- 
solete Old World methods goes on. 

The advance starts again about i 
o’clock in the morning, when the 
bugle blows the cavalry to saddle 
and to ride once more until the next 
noon or later. The horses’ hoofs 
and the wheels of the automobiles 
and trucks sink deep into the sand 
and, night or day, the whole column 
advances through a solid gray cloud 
of dust so fine and. powdery that it 
is lighter than the air and hangs like 
a pall in terrific sun :.nd heat. 


Dust Cloud Ever Present. 


This dust is one of the wearying 
things the army has to contend with. 
It fills the 
nose and ears and eyes. It brings 
moments of total blindness or calls | 
forth scalding, smarting tears and 


| sand horses and mules, camped last 


\around a subterranean spring that 


each breath fills the lungs with it, 
so that they contract, then threaten 
to burst and it seems impossible to 
© on. Before the columns have 
een long on their way, it clings to 
the face and hands and bodies of the 
soldiers until they are all one soli 
color, each and every one as though 
he had jumped into a barrel of buff 
calcimine. 

This correspondent rode for miles 
and miles in a lurching, lumbering 
open automobile truck through this 
inferno of dust and heat. e rode 
for miles more in a closed car. One 
ride was as bad as the other, for 
what the latter lacked in actual dust 
it made up in heat. The officers 
who rode with him would not permit 
the windows to be opened. There 
was dust and coughing and sputter- 
ing enough in the car as it was, and 
the heat to them seemed preferable 
to the dust. 
To add to the general hardship and 
misery, it was impossible for three 
days to wash the appalling coat of 
grime and fine sand powder from 
the face, hands or body. Water was 
too scarce for such purposes. 


Cattle Lose Water to Horses. 
The army, with its several thou- 


night around an oasis consisting of 
a single large well of stones built up 


fed it the water supply which, for a 
time, seemed to be endless, but even- 
tually there was not enough. Scores 
of cattle came for water during the 
hours that the cavalry and artillery- 
men crowded to the troughs with 
their horses. The cattle could not 
crowd in. Nobody paid them the 
slightest attention. They wandered 
aimlessly about bawling their thirst 
or seeming to gaze with longing and 
even resentful eyes at the backs of 
the horses gulping their water. 

The little brown soldiers stood in a 
great ring, each holding several 
horses by halters around the well 
and troughs.

“It is patent, there- 
fore, if our highways are to be made 
safe that more drastic enforcement 
must follow, and that favoritism and 
maudlin sympathy, now so preva- 
lent, must give way to the applica- 
tion of more severe penalties, plus 
that character of law enforcement 
which an outraged public demands.’’ 

Of 2,691 licenses revoked last year, 
1,952 were for drunken driving, an 
increase of more than 300. 

“One of the difficulties in our 
efforts to outlaw. the drunken 
Grivers,’’ commented the report, ‘‘is

STOCKS RALLY AS 
BANKERSAIDMARKET

little speculators, and bankers that 
the rally which developed in the last 
hour of Tuesday would carry 
through. Nevertheless, there was 
an air of tense expectation in 
Wall Street brokerage offices and 
wherever speculators gathered about 
tickers as the first few quotations 
were printed, and it was with col- 
lective sighs of relief that higher 
prices were noted in the first few 
deals. When announcement was 
made that money had renewed at 15 
per cent there was a momentary re- 
cession, but when it became fully 
known about the Street that the 
supply of money was ample stocks 
of all sorts started a brisk and buoy- 
ant recovery, which continued to the 
close. 


Buying Helps Pivotal Shares. 


A combination of circumstances, 
led by the decision of bankers here 
to relax the grip on the available 
supply of credit to prevent a com- 
plete demoralization of the markets, 
was responsible for the upturn, Skill- 
ful buying of such pivotal stocks a8 
United States Steel common, Ana- 
conda Copper, Bethlehem Steel, 
Woolworth, Johns-Manville, Inter- 
national Telephone and Telegraph 
and Radio rallied these issues sharp- 
ly, and under their leadership the 
rest of the market followed. Cancel- 
lation of selling and step loss orders 
was widespread, thus further reliev- 
ing the pressure which was so evi- 
dent on Monday and Tuesday. 

Still another important factor was 
the rebuying of commitments by 
those who had sold for the decline, 
many of them at serious losses be- 
cause of the rapidity with which the 
market snapped back and the fact 
that so little stock was for sale on 
the rallies. Commodities joined in 
the rally with securities, and cotton, 
wheat, corn and provisions were all 
higher on the day, although in these 
cases the recoveries were less pro- 
nounced than they were in stocks.

One institution had more 
than $30,000,000 returned yesterday. 

Interior centres, which were drain- 
ing money away from New York on 
Monday and Tuesday, were reloan- 
ing here again yesterday, and large 
holders of European credit, attracted

phoned their agents here to lend this 
money out on call. Bankers’ ac- 
ceptances relaxed one-eighth of 1 per 
cent, but the time money rate ad- 
vanced, thirty and sixty day funds 
going to 8% per cent, the highest fig- 
ure since 1920.

CHICAGO CREDIT IMPROVES. 


Stock Market Rally Continues in 
Spite of High Rates.

CHICAGO, March 27.—The Chicago 
|stock market continued today the 
rally that started late Tuesday. Al- 
though money rates remained high, 


there was some easing and bankers 
reported some improvement in thc 
credit situation. 

Chicago bankers believe progress 
is being made in response to the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board’s mandate on re- 
ducing borrowings.

ROUITABLE’S FATE 
“COMES UP TODAY 


Godley to Pass on Secret Plan 
Offered by Company for 
Financing Buses. 


CERTIFICATE IS AT STAKE 


Coach Concern Proposes to Raise 
$6,483,740 Capital—B. M. T. 
Opposes Move. 


Transit Commissioner Leon G. 
Godley will make a ruling this morn- 
ing denying the Equitable Coach 
Company’s application: for a cer- 
tificate of convenience and necessity 


to operate forty-five bus routes in 
Manhattan, Brooklyn and Queens, or 
permit the company to proceed with 
evidence to support a financing plan 
submitted to him in private at a 
hearing yesterday. 

The Equitable staked everything 
upon a financial jae involving tHe 
raising of $6,483,740. It submitted 
to Commissioner Godley a detailed 
schedule of the proposed capital set- 
up, together with a single closely 
typed sheet of paper setting forth 
the sources from which it expected 
to derive that sum. The document 
was submitted with the express un- 
derstanding that the company’s ap- 
plication for a certificate. would be 
denied if its contents failed to sat- 
isfy Commissioner Godley as to the 
Equitable’s financial ‘ability to 
operate the routes. 

Commissioner Godley’s decision 
was formulated and put in writing 
yesterday afternoon, only a few 
hours after the plan was submitted 
to him. He refused to give the 
slightest inkling of its nature. 

Joseph A. Kellogg, counsel for the 
Equitable, while agreeing to rest the 
fate of the certificate application 
upon Commissioner Godley’s ruling. 
reserved the right to raise later the 
legal point that the company was en- 
titled to the certificate at once and 
under no obligation to prove finan- 
cial ability until the commission 
came to the question of passing upon 
the issue of securities by the com- 
pany. 

B. M. T. Opposes Proposal. 


Counsel for the B. M. T., led by 
Clarence J. Shearn, objected to pri- 
vate consideration of the financing 
plan, contending that the company’s 
tactics before the Board of Estimate 
had demonstrated the need for a 
public hearing on matters pertaining 
to the source of its capital. Oppos- 
ing counsel expressed the belief that 
the Equitable’s financing plan was 
based upon the sale of securities to 
the public without previous under- 
writing and that the Transit Com- 
mission would not approve it. 

This belief, it was learned, was 
based upon statements made by Mr. 
Kellogg and by Frederick Van Zandt 
Lane in reply to questions by Com- 
missioner Godley. They told him 
that the plan was the only one the 
Equitable had to offer and that it 
was designed to apply even though | 
it should develop that $6,843,470 was | 
not sufficient to place the forty-five 
routes in operation.

OIL CHIEFS PLEDGE 
CUT IN 1929 OUTPUT 


Continued from Page 1, Column 8. 


the 1928 basis, which was a total of 
897,816,793 barrels, or an average 
daily production of 2,453,051 barrels. 
Thus far in 1929 the daily average 
production has been about 200,000 
barrels in excess of the 1928 basis. 
Curtailment is to be started on April 
1 with the active cooperation of the 
Federal Government. E. B. Reeser, 
president of the Petroleum Institute, 
said yesterday that such progress had 
been made already that he felt war- 
ranted in predicting that by that date 
50 per cent of the institute’s aims 
will have been accomplished. 

The program adopted contemplates 
the voluntary concurrence of pro- 
ducers, although legislation to en- 
force restriction of output has. been 


passed in some States. The details 
of the curtailment, which will in- 
volve the use of a proration system 
similar to that carried out success- 
fully in Oklahoma, Texas and Cali- 
fornia, will be worked out by the 
regional committees that make up 
the institute’s genera] Committee on 
World Production and Conservation 
of Crude Petroleum. It was this com- 
mittee’s report which was adopted by 
the institute directors yesterday. The 
institute, it was pointed out, has 
simply approved in principle the re- 
striction program outlined by this 
committee. 

The four oxesting regional sonee 
will be expanded to five and modi- 
fied to some extent, President 
Reeser said. One group will concern 
itself with the production problem in 
the Gulf section, including Texas, 
Arkansas and Louisiana; another 
will be in charge of the interior, em- 
bracing the vast midcontinent field; 
another will direct the conservation 
campaign on the Pacific Coast, an- 
other in the Atlantic States and the 
fifth in Mexico and northern South 
America. These committees will 
have the status of umpires or ref- 
erees. They will be the permanent 
machinery through which the insti- 
tute expects to conduct the curtail- 
ment program. They have already 
held many meetings and know in a 
general way what they are expected 
to accomplish. The proration per- 
centages in the various oil-producing 
sections are yet to be fixed, how- 
ever. That will be done within the 
next few days. 


Would Increase Gasoline Yield. 


The report of the general commit- 
tee, which was adopted yesterday, 
set out that the eighty members of 


the regional subcommittees alone 
represented directly 72.5 per cent of 
the production in the United States 
and 88 per cent of the production in 
the Western Hemisphere outside of 
the United States. ; 

“It is recognized,’’ the report said, 
“that the important and most essen- 
tial products of crude petroleum are 
gasoline, lubricating oil and kero- 
sene, and while 912,000,000 barrels 
were consumed in refinery running 
in the United States during 1928 to 
produce the gasoline requirements 
on the basis of the average yield of 
41.3 per cent of gasoline, it is known 
that certain units’ more _ fully 
equipped with cracking facilities 
and running a fairly representative 
average of. the American. crudes 
have produced materially larger 
yields of these required products, 
and it-is estimated that a yield of 
at least 60 per cent of gasoline 
could. be produced with present 
known and: proved processes and in 
all probability at the same time pro- 
duce the requirements of lubricating 
and other essential products, there- 
by making it possible to produce the 
1929 market requirements from 628,- 
628,000 barrels of crude. 

“The difficulties of accomplishing 


' immediately all that is desired in 


the way of conservation were so ap- 
parent that it was considered that 
we would be making a very credita- 
ble undertaking if we could take 
care of market requirements in 1929 
from the amount of crude produced 
in 1928.’’ 

The committee believes ‘‘the maxi- 
mum production fixed for the year 
1929 would probably be sufficiently 
high for possibly one, two, three or 
more years, through such gradual 
improvement in refinery processing 
as may produce the requirements of 
gasoline and other essential petrole- 
um products, and that it is desirable 
that this figure for maximum crude 
production should not be increased 
until the maximum yield of these 
products, on the whole, has been ac- 
complished.’’ 


Topics to Be Studied. 


The committee, proposing a perma- 
nent organization, suggested topics 
to be studied as follows: 

‘‘Whether Federal aid or legisla- 
tion is now considered necessary, 
and, if so, the extent and nature of 
such aid or legislation as would be 
needed to sustain control of produc- 
tion as well as to give the necessary 
support, if such authority is needed, 
to cooperate with other nations in 
the world-wide conservation and or- 
derly development of petroleum de- 
posits, and to deal, to whatever ex- 
tent is necessary and desirable and 
permissible, with the world situation, 
having in mind that this is possibly 
essential to the success of any real, 
effective conservation plan. 

‘‘Whether we, as an American na- 
tion, should find it desirable to en- 
courage the same degree of restric- 
tion and conservation on the part of 
foreign fields as of our own, or 
whether it would bein our interest 
to assume the larger share of restric- 
tion here at this time in order to pro- 


| long the life of our own fields or de- 
| posits. 


Attitude of Non-Producers. 


‘‘What may, and should, be the 
attitude of countries which are 
producing petroleum as differing 
from those countries which do not 


produce. Should not the countrie» 
without production have quite as 
much, if not more, interest in the 
conservation and control of produc- 
tion as those countries which are 
exhausting their knowr. supplies? 
Take such action as may be neces- 
sary to create accurate representa 
tions and importance of the plan 
which we are undertaking. 

‘‘The extent to which crude produc- 
tion, as a whole, may possibly be 
reduced to bring about a satisfactory 
reduction in stocks and constitute 
a more substantial conservation. 

‘“‘What can be properly undertaken 
to encourage a check on wasteful 
consumption of petroleum preducts 
as a part of the conservation activi- 
ties.’’ 

The general committee is also to 
‘fassume the responsibility for main- 
| taining, with such national and State 
aid as can be secured, the orderly 
contro; of production and making of 
such adjustments from time to time 
as are necessary to make the plan 
workable and effect the purpose of 
same.”’ 


Task of Regional Groups. 

The regional committees are charged 
with the task of determining whether 
State legislation is necessary, to 
what extent the regulation and con- 
trol of gas production will contrib- 


ute to the plan, to what extent more 
uniform leasing contracts and pro- 
vision for zoning, or unit operation,

y a meeting of the general commit- 
tee, and then of the directors of the 
Petroleum Institute. Sir Henri De- 
terding attended the general commit- 
tee meeting and that of the directors, 
participating at length in the discus- 
sions. The meetings were held be- 
hind closed doors, but enough was 
learned of the proceedings to indi- 
cate that they were enlivened by de- 
bates in which many of the leading 
producers of this country as well as 
Sir Henri took part. The Royal 
Dutch head came out of the general 
committee meeting at one time, indi- 
cating that he was not entirely 
pleased with the attitude of some of 
the conferees. 

“Tf conservation should fail,’’ he 
said, ‘it will not be due to any lack 
of cooperation on our part. The ex- 
tent of cooperation by the Royal 
Dutch group will not be limited to 
Venezuela, but will be world-wide. 
We wil! extend the greatest coopera- 
tion, no matter where it is. I am not 
willing to ask for anything that I 
am not willing to contribute myself 
in the general effort to conserve 
petroleum.”’ 


To Cooperate 100 Per Cent. 


Later, after the curtailment prin- 
ciple had been unanimously adopted 
by the institute directors, Sir Henri 
declined to amplify what he had said 
earlier or to say whether he was dis- 
pleased by anything that had hap- 
pened. 

“T am ready to cooperate 100 per 
cent,’’ he said. ‘‘That is all that I 
think I should be expected to say.’’ 

He said he realized that the plan 
was yet to be worked out as to de- 
tails, but that a broad principle had 
been laid down. He would not reply 
to a question as to whether the mat- 
ter of prices for petroleum products 
was involved in the discussion. Other 
persons attending the meetings, how- 
ever, said that price stabilization was

He said, however, that he did not 
co ate any general advance in the 
rice of gasoline at present, although 
here was bound to be some read- 
justment in time. He also empha- 
sized that the industry was not con- 
cerned with the price situation. Mr. 
Reeser said there had been no discus- 
sion by the directors of a plan to 
name a high commissioner for the 
industry. , 
He said that the plan to limit pro- 
duction to the 1928 level had been 
adopted ‘‘without reservations,’’ add- 
ing that naturally a question of such 
magnitude must have aroused dis- 
cussion and disagreement. He said 
that three officials of the Royal 
Dutch interests besides Sir Henri 
Deterding had taken part in the 
meeting. 


Venezuela a Factor. 


The cooperation of the Royal 
Dutch, other oil executives observed, 
is essential not only because that or- 
ganization has large interests in the 
United States, through subsidiaries,

factor in Venezuela, which now 
ranks next to the United States in 
point of total oil production. There 
has been for some time a race for 
oil in Venezuela, with the result that 
it has outstripped both Mexico and 
Russia. The crude in that country 
is used largely in the United States 
and has come sharply into competi- 
tion with the crudes produced in 
Texas and the mid-continent area. 
Some of the largest. producers in 
Texas and Oklahoma have taken the

COPENHAGEN, March 27.—A 
tragedy was discovered early this 
morning at Horsens Harbor, Jut- 
land, when a sailor, returning 
home, discovered the Swedish 
ship Etna, 409 tons, burning. He 
hurried aboard to awake the rest 
of the crew and eleven succeeded 
in making their escape. One, who 
fell back into the flames, was 
seriously burned, but the others 
hauled him to safety. 

Hours later, when the fire bri- 
|| gade had overcome the flames, 
three charred bodies were found 
in the cabin in attitudes showing 
they had succeeded in jumping 
out of their bunks, but were suf- 
focated before they could reach 
fresh air.

While a young man O’Brien was 
serving in the Third Artillery at Key 
West, Fla., and became involved in 
a dispute with a Lieutenant who is 
now a Brigadier General in the 
army. He challenged the officer to 
take off his shoulder straps and 
have his face slapped. For this 
breach he was sent to a hospital 
instead of facing a court-martial. 
Later he was sent to the hospital | 
here and a year afterward was dis-| 
missed from the army. He asserted | 
then that the government had no 
further jurisdiction to hold him, but| 
he was not released. 

In 1904, after eleven years of 
detention, O’Brien was permitted to 
visit the War Department to sec! 
about some back pay he thought! 
was due him, and while there he} 
engaged in another altercation and | 
threatened to shoot. Again he was: 
committed to the asylum and was 
detained continuously until the jury | 
released him. Today, with only the| 
quest for his wife and children!

Warning on Disease Is Issued— 


Director Tells Kiwanis of Peril 
in Skyscraper Crowding.

If the health of millions of persons 
is not to be further jeopardized, a 
comprehensive, scientific treatment 
of the whole subject of sewerage 
must be undertaken promptly, ac- 
cording to a report on the “sewer 
menace,’’ made public yesterday by 
the Regional Plan of New York and 
Its Environs of 130 East Twenty- 
second Street. 

Legislation pending at Albany to 
create a department of sanitation 
for this city, which has the support 
of the Regional Plan, is said to rep- 
resent “an imperative step toward 


the solution of the problem as 
already arrived at after an intensive 
study of every economic and social 
factor involved, covering a period of 
five years.”’ 

The report urges immediate action 
by the city to remedy the pollution 
by sewage of the Harlem and lower 
East Rivers, and a broad cooperative 
program among the authorities of 
New York, New Jersey and Connec- 
ticut to end the “‘unsightly and un- 
healthful condition of the harbor and 
other waters arourfd New York.”’ 


Warn Against Disease. 


Figures are quoted to show that 
the condition of the waterways in 
the region is becoming worse. Pollu- 
tion is said to be particularly serious 
in the upper East River, the Arthur 
Kill and the Kill van Kull. While 
factory waste and refuse adds to 
pollution, the report says, most of it 
is caused directly by the sewer sys- 
tems, and a warning against disease 
is issued. 

The report shows that of the pres- 
ent population of 10,000,000 in the 
metropolitan New York region, an 
area within a radius of fifty miles 
from lower Manhattan disposes of 
a billion gallons of sewage daily in 
the waterways of the region. In 
1965, the engineers of the plan say, 
the population will be doubled, and 
hence the need to provide sewer dis- 
posal in the future is imperative. 

The difficulty of acquiring land for 
sewage treatment because of high 
land values and the possibility of 
creating a nuisance is considered in 
the report. But with the construc- 
tion of plants according to the best 
scientific knowledge, and with ex- 
pert care and maintenance, it is said, 
no nuisance would be created. 


Two Problems Outlined. 


Thomas Adams, general director of 
plans and surveys of the regional 
plan, told members of the New York 
Kiwanis Club, at a luncheon yester- 


day, of the development of New 
York as an ‘‘empire,’’ not a city. He 
described the work of the regional 
plan, which aims to point to the pos- 
sibilities of this ‘‘empire’’ with 20,- 
000,000 persons, and also the. dangers 
in such a tremendous community. 

The two great problems, he said, 
were concentration in the centre of 
the city and the horizontal growth, 
with the commuter traffie and resi- 
dence problcm extending from twen- 
ty to thirty-five miles out of the 
centre. ‘“‘People insist on crowding 
on the land, crowding in,the subways. 
and in tall buildings, shutting out 
light and air,’’ he said. Yet, he de- 
clared, there are 80,000 acres of land 
not yet built on in New York. 

He warned against concentrating 
high buildings in a few already con- 
gested zones, such as the Grand Cen- 
tral and Pennsylvania Station areas. 
These buildings are examples of 
American architecture, enterprise | 
and efficiency, he said, and while no | 
one would think of combating their | 
erection they should be properly scat- | 
tered throughout the city, letting in| 
more light and air to the workers 
and dwellers in them. 

Mr. Adams discussed the activities 
of Mayor Walker and his interest in 

lanning for the future, and declared | 

hat every agency and every branch | 
of the government in the areas af-| 
fected had cooperated with the re-| 
gional plan. Twelve volumes have) 
been published describing the work, 
and the last one will.contain recom-| 
mendations for the future develop- 
ment of the city. He spoke on Gov- | 
ernor Roosevelt’s plan to open up| 
islands in the East River for the use| 
of residents on both sides of the} 
river.

Mr. Hague disclaimed knowledge 
of such payments. The Mayor and 
Mr. Watson began to clash as the 
questions continued. 

The two men were shouting at each 
other. Mayor Hague turned to the 
committee and demanded that he be 
allowed to present his side of the 
case in his own way. Objections and 
discussion began to fly thick and 
fast.

Interstate Park Commission Says 
Tract Was Assessed at $15,000 
for Taxation. 


The quarrel between the Palisades | 
Interstate Park Commission and the 
Sparkill Realty and Standard Trap 
Rock Corporations over the seizure 
by the commission of property at | 
Tallman Mountain, near Piermont, | 
has entered the Federal Court| 
through an injunction proceeding in- | 
stituted by the corporations. In tak- | 
ing the property by right of eminent | 
domain last October, the commission 
had in view the extension of the 
park, and the carrying out of its 
thirty-year old policy of preventing 
the defacement of the uplands on 
the west bank of the Hudson by 
quarrying. 

The property in question, consist- | 
ing of 140 acres and 33 meadow 
lots, in Orangetown, Rockland 
County, is owned by the Sparkill 
Corporation and leased by the Stand- 
ard Trap Rock concern. In deciding 
to take over the property the State 
appropriated $500,000 to pay for it, 
but the corporations alleged that it 
was worth at least $3,000,000. In con- 
testing the power of the State to | 
continue possession of the property 
the plaintiffs assert that the appro- | 
priation of money by the State to pay 
created debts is unconstitutional un-| 
less the money is required to meet 
casual deficiencies or for State de- 
fense. In all other cases, it is con- 
tended, the approval of the people at 
a State election must be obtained.

There al- 
ways have been differences between 
Great Britain and the United States, 
and doubtless there always will be. 
They are a sign of life and vigor. 
But differences do not necessarily 
mean quarrels, and need not at all 
mean misunderstanding. There is, 
as Ambassador HOUGHTON said, an 


American “ hobgoblin ” which thinks | 


ill of England and all her works; 
and there is also an English hob- 
goblin which dislikes and mistrusts 
everything American. But we should 
not be afraid, we may comfortably 
smile, when these two hobgoblins 
set out to spit fire at each other 
across the ocean. Nor is there any 
reason, in Ambassador HOUGHTON’S 
opinion, why we should be greatly 
disturbed by unkind remarks made 
irresponsibly by the citizens or the 
newspapers of either country. His 
pithy conclusion is: ‘“ The world has 
“ become astonishingly safe for loose 
“talk. It is one of the luxuries of 
“ security.” 

This is a cheerful and reassuring 
view, in which there is evidently 
much truth, though it should not be 
stretched until it bleeds. It is pleas- 
ant to think of a sort of great Anglo- 
American.family, in which a certain 
amount of rallying and twitting may 
be indulged in without a breach of 
the peace, but we must remember 
that, after all, there are no quarrels 
s0 bitter as family quarrels. The 
soothing advantages of a common 
language are sometimes advertised 
at banquets and reunions for more 
than they are worth. BERNARD SHAW 
has said that the fact that America 
and England speak the same tongue 


only makes it possible for them to | 


insult each other with more deadly 
effect. This is smart cynicism, but 
it has a sting of fact in it. [f the 
“loose talk” to which Ambassador 
HOUGHTON referred becomes too 
loose and is kept up too long, it may 
lead to something more than words, 
and become a “luxury” too expen- 
sive and too dangerous for even our 
rich civilization to afford. 

The main drift and argument of 
Ambassador HOUGHTON’S last speech 
in London’ rose far above all these 
minor considerations, Without a par- 
ticle of self-abasement, uttering no 
word of fulsome praise, Mr. HOUGH- 
TON pictured the drawing together 
of two peoples who have special rea- 
sons for working together and desir- 
img peace, not only between them- 
selves but with all the world. It is 
not necessary to speak of this as 
merely an ideal, so long as there are 
solid, practical and businesslike argu- 
ments for it. Ambassador HOUGH- 
TON dwelt, not like a dreamer but 
as a man versed in large affairs, 
upon the great drift throughout the

THE UNEXPLORED GALAPAGOS. | 

Ex-Governor GIFFoRD PINCHOT is | 
soon to have his dream come true of | 
a voyage to the South Seas on the 
bridge of his own ship. On the way | 
to the Marquesas and Tahiti he will | 
stop for an indefinite time at the 
Galapagos Islands. The interior of 
Albemarle and Indefatigable, with 
their challenging mountains, has | 
never been explored. There is noth-| 
ing new to be written about the 
South Sea Islands, paradise of irre- 
sponsible mariners who have turned 
beachcombers. But the Galapagos 
are largely terra incognita, in spite 
of visits by DARWIN, WALLACE, Dr. 
HABEL, THEODOR WOLF, our Own) 
BEEBE and other scientists. The voy- 
age will be made in the three-masted 
schooner Mary Pinchot. A party of 
scientists is to accompany Mr. 
PINCHOT, who is counting on a

Mr. PINCHOT and 
his companions will be able to stay 
as long as they like.

BEEBE had to be satisfied with the 
fringe of the island, its birds, rep- 
tiles and things that crawl on the 
beach. There had been a rumor that 
at the great central crater, in 
height 2,300 feet, there was a fresh- 
water lake, “but no explorer has 
“ever mounted above a thousand 
“feet or approached the centre of 
“this island.”

BISHOP BRENT. 


Few have been loved and respected 
in so many different parts of the 
world as was Bishop CHARLES H. 
BRENT, whose death was announced 
yesterday. Possessed of rare per- 
sonal charm, he combined great gen- 
tleness with unflinching courage. 
Never afraid to sacrifice himself to | 
his task or to the needs of his fel- 


| lows, he yet was a born leader who 


did not shirk responsibility. In his 
birthplace in Ontario, where he lived 
as a young man; in Boston thirty 
years ago, in the Philippines, at the 
front in the World War, in Buffalo 
after the war, and in Geneva, where 
last 
strength to the fight against opium 
which he had been waging for so 
many years, he drew men to him 
through his great heart, his sound 
wisdom and his unfailing humor. 
There was nothing of the formal, of 
the rigid, in Bishop BRENT, yet none 
ever ventured to treat him with un- 
due familiarity.

WASHINGTON, March 27.—Major 
Gen. Amos A. Fries, who has been 
chief of the Chemical Warfare Ser- 
vice since the army reorganization 
of 1920, will be replaced tomorrow 
upon the termination of his present 
four-year term by Colonel Harry I.. 
Gilchrist, present chief of the medi- 
|; cal division of the service. 

Colonel Stephen: O. Fuqua, com- 
mander of the Sixteenth Infantry at 
Fort Jay, Governors Island, N. Y.., 
at the same time will become chicf 
of infantry in succession to Major 
Gen. Robert H. Allen, who has been 
four years in that office. 

The appointments were approved 
today by President Hoover. They 
were based upon a general policy of 
| rotation in office of chiefs of bu- 
|reaus and branches of the War De- 
| partment adopted in the Coolidge ad- 
ministration, in order that efficient 
officers in the various services may 
have opportunity to hold the highest 
posts. That policy, Secretary of War 
| Good asserted, will be continued in 
| this administration. 

Colonels Gilchrist and Fuqua will 
have the rank of Major General by 
virtue of the positions to which they 
have been appointed, while Generals 
Fries and Allen will revert to their 
| permanent rank of Colonel, unless 
they elect to retire from active ser- 
vice. They may retire as Major Gen- 
erals, although neither has signified 
his intention in this respect. 

The supplanting of Generals Fries 
and Allen is in contrast to the re- 
cent selection of Rear Admiral Wil- 
| liam A. Moffett to be chief of the 
Naval Bureau of Aeronautics for a 
third consecutive term of four years, 
| although the navy for some time has 
been endeavoring to establish the 
policy of rotation in office for 
| bureau heads.

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CAPTAIN W. P. CRONAN, 
NAVAL HERO, DEAD 


End Comes in San Diego—Quick 
Wit and Bravery Saved a 
Turret Crew. 


The death of Captain William Pig- 
gott Cronan, U. S. N., retired, at his 
home in San Diego, Cal., on March 
18, was announced in naval orders 
received here yesterday. Captain 
Cronan once saved the lives of a 
turret crew when he was a Lieu- 
tenant on the battleship Connecticut 
by his bravery and quick-wittedness. 

He was in command of a gun crew 
during target practice in October, 
1907, when he realized that several 
grains of powder had sifted through 


where the powder bag was torn and 
had fallen on the breech grooves of 
the eight-inch gun, where the fric- 
tion as the block was screwed into 
place would almost certainly cause 
a premature explosion, with heavy 
loss of life. 

His sharp command to halt was 
not: recognized by the crew, which 
had been working so fast that their 
movements were almost automatic. 
As the breech-block was being swung 
to Lieutenant Cronan jumped for- 
ward and peat his hand into the 
breech. It was so badly managed 
that the index finger had to be ampu- 
tated, but his action prevented the 
explosion. 

Captain Cronan was born in Con- 
necticut on Feb. 9, 1879, and was 
appointed to the Naval Academy in 
1894. In 1913 he married Miss Nellie 
Grant, granddaughter of General U. 
S. Grant. He had been married and 
divorced previously. He retired from 
the navy on Oct. 4, 1923.

WALKER IS ‘NEUTRAL 
IN TAMMANY FIGHT 


Indicates Leaders Should Pick 
Chieftain Without Outside 
Interference. 


HAS NO CHOICE, HE SAYS 


Believes Any Man Forced on 
Executive Committee Would 
Not Last Long. 


SEES McCUE AND CURRY 


Praises Both of Them—Burkhan 
Holds Candidates Are Limited 
to District Leaders. 


Mayor Walker reiterated last night 
his declaration of neutrality in the 
Tammany leadership contest, indi- 
cated his belief that the members of 
the executive committee were quali- 
fied to elect a new leader without 
outside assistance and declared, in 
effect, that any leader who might be 
forced upon the district ieaders 
8gainst their wishes ‘“‘would not en- 
dure.’’ The Mayor also indicated that 
he sought nothing from Tammany or 
the new Tammany leader, but be- 
lieved that he might be able to help 
the new leader. This was interpreted 
as meaning that he felt that renomi- 
nation probably would come to him 
and was not dependent on the result 
of the leadership fight. 

Mayor Walker’s statement of his 
position came after he had received 
a call from Martin G. McCue, clerk 


of the Surrogates’ Court, one of the 
leading aspirants for the leadership 
among the diztrict leaders. The 
Mayor praised Mr. McCue and John 
F. Curry of the Fifth District, an- 
other candidate, who also had called 
on him. The Mayor said he had in- 
formed Mr. McCue and Mr. Curry 
of his position of neutrality and had 
told each that he was not opposed to 
him for leader. He added that he 
also had told each that he was not 
for him. 


Stand Deemed Significant. 


Since Mayor Walker with former 
Governor Smith, United States Sen- 
ator Robert F. Wagner and Surro- 
gate James A. Foley make up the 
Big Four, to consult whom a special 
committee of seven was named by 
the Tammany Executive, his asser- 
tion that the executive committee 
Members must themselves pick the 
new leader and that a leader chosen 
by any other method would not last, 
was regarded as significant. The 
choice of Georve W. Olvany, whose 
sudden resignation after four years 
and a half of service has left Tam- 
many temporarily leaderless on the 
verge of a city campaign, was virtu- 
ally dictated by Mr. Smith, then Gov- 
ernor of the State and a candidate 
for the Democratic nomination for 
President, after Judge “oley had 
been elected on the urgent demand 
of Mr. Smith and his friends and 
then refused election. The selection 
of Judge Foley, first, and Judge Ol- 
vany, second, was-effected through 
another committee of seven, which 
recommended each of these men to 
the executive committee just as the 
new committee of seven has been di- 
rected to do this year. 

Mayor Walker did not say that he 
would not attend the proposed con- 
ference between the members of the 
Big Four and the committee of 
seven, but he did indicate clearly 
that he believed the members of the 
executive committee should elect a 
new leader without outside inter- 
ference. Asked whether or not, in 
view of his declaration of neutrality, 
he would attend a conference to 
recommend a new leader, he said he 
might in an emergency, and added: 

“T have no candidate. The Tam- 
many district leaders must choose 
their own leader in order to have a 
man in whom they will have confi- 
dence. If they choose their own 
leader and he has their confidence, 
he will endure. 

“T am interested in the organiza- 
tion. I want to do anything in my 
— to help the organization, for 
I was elected Mayor as a represen- 
tative of the organization. But Iam 
not looking for anything from the or- 
ganization. I may be able to help 
the new leader. He can’t do any- 
thing for me.”’ 


Walker Praises McCue. 


In discussing Mr. McCue and Mr. 
Curry Mayor Walker said he had 
known Mr. McCue well since 1914, 
when he first went to the Legisla- 
ture. ‘‘He was a good legislator,” 
the Mayor said of Mr. McCue, ‘‘able 
and square and all right personally 
in every way. He is a man of the 


type I would like to see leader, but 
please don’t construe that as mean- 
ing that he is my candidate or that 
I am backing his candidacy.” 

The Mayor was asked if he believed 
that the fact that Mr. McCue once 
was a pugilist might work against 
his selection as leader. The Mayor 
reminded his hearers that he was a 
‘fight fan’? and said that the fact 
that Mr. McCue had been a fighter 
in the prize ring and a good one 
would not be any disqualification 
with him. 

“He learned one thing in the ring 
that I wish a lot of other people 
had learned,” the Mayor commented. 
‘‘Boxing is one game in which a blow 
below the belt is a foul and in which 
the man who strikes such a blow is 
disqualified. That is not true of all 
other games.” 


Pays Tribute to Curry. 


Mayor Walker spoke in equally 
high terms of Mr. Curry, whom he 
said he had known for as long a 
time as he had Mr. McCue, although 
he had been more closely associated 
with the latter by being with him in 


the Legislature. 

“T don’t want the praise of either 
one of these men to be construed 
as advocacy of his candidacy,’’ he 
continued. ‘‘As I said, I have no 
candidate.”’ 

The impression among Tammany 
men during the day was that Mr. 
McCue was gaining ground, although 
it was conceded that Mr. Curry and 
Mr. Ahearn each seemed to retain 
his following. Mr. McCue, who re- 
turned from a flying trip to Albany, 
was said to have obtained the assur- 
ance of Governor Roosevelt that he 
would be acceptable, although the 
Governor, not a member of Tam- 
many or a resident of New York 
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Parents Warned Street Games

LOCKE JURY T0 GET 
FRAUD CASE TODAY 


Defense of Canario Copper 
Mine Stock Selling Brought 
to Sudden End. 


NEITHER BROTHER ON STAND 


Shurtleff, President of Company, 
Last Witness—Arguments for 
Defendants Begun. 


The question of the guilt or inno- 
cence of John T. and Herbert C. 
Locke, George F. Shurtleff, Harry 
C. Carragher and John Carter An- 
derson, who for six weeks have been 
on trial in Federal court on indict- 


ments charging conspiracy and us- 
ing the mails to defraud, is expected 
to go to the jury this afternoon. The 
defensc suddenly rested its case yes- 
terday morning at the close of the 
cross-examination of Shurtleff, presi- 
dent of Cameron, Michel & Co. and 
the Canario Copper Company, the 
sale of whose stock brought akout 
the indictments. Neither of the 
Locke brothers took the stand. 
When the defense rested its case 
and the customary motions for ac- 
uittal had been made and denied, 
ohn E. Walker started his argu- 
ment in behalf of Anderson. 


Shurtleff Questioned. 


Assistant United States Attorney 
Lowell Wadmond, in his cross-exam- 
ination of Shurtleff, read excerpt 
after excerpt from weekly market 
letters sent out by Cameron, Michel 
& Co., and asked the witness regard- 
ing the truth of statements made 
therein. To most of these Shurtleff 
replied that they were statements of 
opinion and that he believed them to 
be correct. However, in regard to a 
statement that the sampling mill was 
in operation and that ore valued at 
$6,000,000 gross was being blocked 
out monthly, he admitted that it was 
incorrect and ascribed it to an error 
in dictation. 

The witness could offer no expla- 
nation, however, when questioned 
about the figures of the books that 
$5,133,833.80 had been taken in from 
stockholders of the Canario Copper 
Company by Cameron, Michel & Co 
and that only $800,000 had been 
charged off on the books of ihe 
copper company against Cameron, 
Michel & Co., the promoters. 


Arguments for Defense. 


Mr. Walker asked the jurymen to 
‘judge a man by what he says and 
by what he does,’’ and told them 
Anderson was an engineer on the 
ground at the mines and had taken 
no part in any stock selling and that 
his acts were all in good faith. 

“Nothing he did at any time,’”’ Mr. 
Walker continued, ‘‘was done with 
any purpose to defraud or cheat any 
one, but was done with an honest, 
upright intent.”’ 

John B. Wright, former United 
States Attorney in Arizona, discussed 
the testimony of John Wellington 
Finch, government mining expert, 
on behalf of ‘‘my old friend, George 
F. Shurtleff.’”’ He talked of the his- 
tory of Arizona as the history of 
copper mining and said the ‘“‘very 
gist of this case rests on those mines 
down in Sonora, Mexico.’’ He said 
the history of successful mining was 
for the prospect to be located in the 
West and the financing completed 
in New York. 

“There is no money in Arizona,” 
he said. ‘‘These men came back here 
with a vision and they sold that 
optimism.”’ 

Du Bois Gillette, attorney for the 
Locke brothers, said nothing had 
been introduced in the evidence to 
connect his clients with any fraud 
and that he was relying for an ac- 
quittal on the old legal precept that 
every man is presumed innocent 
until proven guilty. He charged 
that Anthony Ziesat, former cashier 
of the Broadway Central Bank, who 
is serving a term for embezzlement, 
had ‘‘deliberately perjured himself,”’ 
and asked: ‘‘Who was Ziesat pro- 
tecting?’’ 

Walter E. Godfrey started his con- 
cluding argument with a discussion 
of stock promotion methods and said, 
‘“‘To understand this case you have 
got to have an understanding of the 
methods of Wall Street.”” He then 
proceeded to explain that in promot- 
ing a new issue of stock it was nec- 
essary for the promoters to ‘‘protect 
their market’? by taking up any 
stock offered. 

‘“‘There was a legitimate mine down 
there and up to the break of the 
market every stockholder could have 
sold out at a profit,’’ he said. ‘‘The 
main point is did we cheat the stock 
buyer?’’ 

He will end his argument today, 
the government will present its clos- 
ing arguments and then Judge John 
C. Knox will charge the jury.

decree reducing the quota for foreign 
motion pictures from 7 to 1 to 3 to 1. 

The proposed restrictions are the 
outcome of an agitation within the 
French film industry for further 
protection and would have the effect 
of cutting down the American par- 
ticipation in French business about 
35 or 40 per cent. 

Some film men expressed the belief 
that the measure would, eventually, 
force the American films from the 
country. 

Today’s meeting was made neces- 
sary through the action of represen- 
tatives of the whole French industry 
| who assembled yesterday at the 
Chambre Syndicale and unanimously 

| approved the projected regulations. 
| The Americans had expected there | 
would be considerable opposition to 
the new regulations, especially in| 
view of the attitude of the provin- 
cial exhibitors, several thousand of| 
whom had signed a petition protest- 
| ing against a further limitation of 
| American films on the ground that 
such action would decrease their 
revenue. The small town theatre 
owners, however, were not present 
nor did any one speak for them and | 
the meeting, which was expected to} 
be turbulent, turned out to be calm 
and unanimous. 


Before Middle of April. 


Unless some unforeseen develop- 
ment occurs, or unless the American 
Government sees fit to make formal 
representations, it is quite likely that 
the new regulations will be adopted 
by the Cinema Control Commission 
before the middle of April. They are 
now in the hands of the Ministry of 
Fine Arts and there remains to be 
held the promised hearing to Ameri- 
can members of the Chambre Syndi- 
cale, but, in the opinion of the Amer- 
ican film men, the French industry is 
determined to put the regulations 
through unless the Americans meet 
the French demands. 

As has been frequently stated, 
these demands centre around the 
question of American financial sup- 
port for the French film industry. 
Various suggestions have been put 
forth by the French, one of the most 
enthusiastically supported being that 
the American industry supply a year- 
ly capital of between $500,000 and 
$1,000,000. This demand was reiter- 
ated at yesterday’s meeting. 

Leaders of the French film indus- 
try still believe that the Americans 
are bluffing and that they will finally 
accept the French proposition. The 
Americans, on the other hand, pre- 
dict a keen disappointment for the 
French. 

Under no condition, they assert, 
can the American industry consent 
to such procedure. In_ the first 
place, even if the suggestion were 4 
normal one and businesslike, the 
market is not worth it and, secondly, 
the payment of an annual subsidy 
to the French industry for the privi- 
lege of doing business in France 
would quickly be taken advantage of. 

At the meeting of the Americans 
it was brought out that if the Amer- 
ican companies feel under the ne- 
cessity to leave France—as many 
fear they will—then the American 
news reel men, as well will prob- 
ably have to leave.

The death of Mrs. Mary Morrison 
here two years ago occurred in such 
obscure circumstances that when 
the coroner’s jury termed it an acci- 
dent they nevertheless recommended 
further police inquiry. Today the 
lips of Mrs. Morrison’s son, Walter, 
who was 16 when she died, were un- 
sealed and his revelations gave a 
new aspect to the affair. 

William Werkhiser, Mrs. Morri- 
son’s brother and Walter’s uncle, 
went to jai: yesterday charged with 
stealing an automobile. When the 
man was once behind prison bars 
his nephew accused him, the police 
assert, of killing Mrs. Morrison by 
striking her with an iron pipe. 
Walter did not dare to speak before, 
he said, because of his uncle’s 
threats of killing him if he did. 

Mrs. Morrison died of a fractured 
skull late in March, 1927. She had 
committed suicide, Werkhiser told 
the police, by jumping from his auto- 
mobile after a quarrel with him in 
North Pearl Street, Bridgeton. Wal- 
ter then told the same story, except 
that he put the place of the suicide 
in Salem County, just over the line 
from Cumberland County, where! 
Bridgeton is. 

Later Werkhiser changed his story 
to agree with the lad’s, saying that 
he had been confused during his first 
recital. The fact that both accounts 
put the scene of the death in Salem 
County took the prosecution out of 
the hands of local police. The police 
here, however, say they have never 
been satisfied with the case as origi- 
nally settled.

10,000: ARE TURNED AWAY 


Fire Department Bans Sale of 
Standing Room as Fans Mill 
Wildiy for Admittance. 


POLICE RESERVES CALLED 


20 Mounted Officers Aid Squads 
From 5 Stations—Motor Detail 
Drives Over Sidewalks. 


The New York Golden Gloves ama- 
teur boxing team defeated the. Chi- 
cago contingent by 11 bouts to 5 at 
Madison Square Garden last night 
before a crowd of 23,000 fans. 

Ten thousand more sought to 
gain admission, but were refused by 
members of the Fire Department, 
who would not allow tickets for 
standing room to be sold. The total 
receipts amounted to $37,517. 

This was the second intercity 
Golden Gloves tournament and was 
conducted by The Daily News A. A., 
which was inaugurated two years 
ago. 
held in Chicago, with each team 
gaining eight victories. 

Police reserves of five station 
houses were required to restore order 


among thousands of prospective fans 
who lined up on both the Fiftieth 


Street and Forty-ninth Street sides | Cuinn.

the gallery sections. Twenty mounted 
patrolmen and two motorcycle offi- 
cers also aided. 

Under the impression that general 
admission tickets would be sold for 
the gallery, the lines started to form 
late in the afternoon. At 6:30 o’clock 
these fans discovered that the gal- 
lery seats had been reserved, accord- 
ing to the police report, and that 
only ticket holders would be admit- 
ted. Police tried to sift out the 
ticket holders and the non-ticket 
holders. 

Inspector Joseph P. Loonam, com- 
mander of the district; Deputy In- 
spector Edward J. Lennon and Cap- 
tain Louis F. Dittman of the West 
Forty-seventh Street station said it 
was one of the largest crowds they 
had ever seen at any event in the 
Garden. 

More than an hour after the bouts 
were underway, hundreds were push- 
ing and shoving in Forty-ninth and 
Fiftieth Streets. trying to reach the 
balcony and arena entrances. In 
each street the line of persons, six 
abreast, extended nearly to Ninth 
Avenue.

Many of those who succeeded in 
getting into the Garden were minus 
hats and coats, while others who re- 
tained their clcething were seen with 
Spring overcoats split up the back 
or with sleeves missing. 

The excitement drew many specta- 
tors from Broadway and these lined 


the sidewalks on the opposite side | 


street trom the Garden on 
both Forty-ninth end Fiftieth 
Streets. Mounted policemen drove 
onto the sidewalk and soon cleared 
them from the block, in this way 
being better able to handle the crowd 
of fight fans on the other side of the 
two streets. 

The local boxers on the whole 
clearly outclassed their rivals and 
carried on to their one-sided victory 
by decisive triumphs in the heavier 
divisions. In the lighter classes the 
Windy City warriors battled on fairly 
even terms with the New Yorkers, 
although they trailed from almost 
the very start. At one time the score 
was tied at 3 to 3.

ALL STREET hasn’t any monopcly on frenzied 
finance. The casual observer is invited to ccct 
an eye on the financial arrangements for the 

Tommy Loughran-Miakey Walker debate in Chicago 
tonight. Stripped of all the explanations, the plain 
fact is that each fighter will climb through the ropes 
knowing that he cen make $40,000 more by losing the 
fight than by winning it. 

All sorts of apparently plausible explanations are of- 
fered for this odd state of affairs, but all of them 
taken together are hardly enough to balance the 
budget. The attitude of the champion is that he is 
risking his title, which has a very definite financial 
value, and that he is merely protecting himself against 
the possible loss of that valuable asset. The attitude 
of the challenger is that he can afford to give away 
money to gain the title for the richer reward he can 
reap when he holds it. 

Yet in all cases where these arrangements hold, the 
fans are witnessing a bout in which each contestant 
figures to get a larger immediate return for losing 
than for winning. It is not a healthy situation. It is 
not a sporting proposition. 


Room for Suspicion. 


Under the best of circumstances there is always a 
certain amount of suspicion, justified or not, sur- 
rounding the professional fight game. Under the ar- 
rangements demanded by most champions nowadays, 
the suspicion is bound to increase. 

It’s all very wel! to talk about the ‘‘future value”’ 
to the winner, but how far toward the future do most 
fighters look? If a challenger goes into the last 
round of a fight on fairly even turns with the cham- 
pion, he can collect the extra money by dropping the 
Cecision to the champion and get another chance at 
the title in a return bout. 

The point can be brought up without prejudice or 
animosjty at this time because Tommy Loughran is 
the champion who set the terms, and Loughran never 
went into a bout that he didn’t try to win. Tommy 
is generally admired and deservedly so. If other 
champions demanded and received these extra guar- 
antees against losing their titles, certainly, Lough- 
ran should be allowed and even encouraged to do the 
same. But the whole scheme is wrong and should be 
abolished. 


A Champion’s Share. 


It is the general understanding that the champion 
draws the crowd, and that he is entitled to the larger 
share of the purse. This is officially recognized in 
New York where the State Athletic Commission fixes 
the higher percentage for the champion. There have 
been exceptional cases where the challenger was a 
bigger gate attraction than the champion, but that 
coesn’t interfere with the main argument. 

But there is something deeper. Why does the cham- 
pion hold the greater lure as a gate attraction? The 
ordinary answer is: Because he has the title. The 
fundamental answer is: Because in previous bouts he 
had been the winner. The spectators pay to see a 
champion’s left hook or right cross in action, not to 
see his emblematic championship belt or his imagi- 
nary championship crown. 

The belt is a symbol, and the title is an honorary 
degree, but the knockout punch or the winning jab 
is the important thing. The belt and title follow after. 

All games started on fundamentals, and in the early

fights the rule was ‘‘winner take all."’ Granting that 
changed conditions call for changes in the rules, it is 
carrying things too far to change from the ‘‘winner- 
take-all’’ program of ancient days to the ‘‘loser-take- 
most’’ arrangement of many modern fight programs. 


Bucky Harris Sees the Light. 


Bucky Harris, manager of the Detroit Tigers, has 
been quoted as saying that the Cubs of 1929 are the 
best team he ever saw, which leads to the suspicion 
that the belligerent Bucky went through several re- 
cent American League campaigns blindfolded. 

Bucky’s opinion may have been influenced by the 
fact that he gave it just after the Cubs had tamed his 
Tigers for the fifth consecutive time in pre-season ex- 
hibition games. Just the same, it was a smart move 
on the part of Harris to laud the Cubs and proves 
that he doesn’t think along the same lines as the ordi- 
nary run of fighters and fight managers. In the fight 
same the losing fighter and his manager usually refer 
to the fighter who won as a “‘lucky stiff,’”’ a ‘‘terrible 
ham” or “an egg who will be made into an omelet 
when we get him again.’’ 

Lauding the Cubs as the best team he ever saw, 
Bucky leaves room for the thought that the Tigers 
may be a pretty good ball team. They never quit in 
the third inning against the greatest team Bucky 
ever saw. They went the full route in every game, 
and no Detroit player fled the field or deserted under 
fire. They were able to retain their bags and bag- 
gage in defeat. They didn’t surrender their bats or 
their uniforms. So Bucky’s opinion of the Cubs will 
be well received in Detroit as well as Chicago, and 
probably Bucky had that in mind. It’s no disgrace to 
be beaten by the best team Bucky ever saw. 


Just for the Fun of It.

WASHINGTON, March 27.—Com- 
missioner La Fount of the radio board | 
| issued a statement today doubting | 
| the wisdom of imposing license fees | 
‘on all broadcasters, as called for in| 
'a resolution introduced by Senator | 
Dill of Washington in the closing} 
| hours of the Seventieth Congress ask- | 
ing the commission to recommend a 
| scale of fees for broadcasting licenses. | 
; “In keeping with a Senate resolu-| 
tion,’’ Mr. La Fount said, in part, | 
“the commission has before it a re-} 
| quest for a tentative schedule of fees} 
.o be charged for the different kinds | 
of radio licenses, to offset the cost 
| of government supervision. While it 
is proposed to tax all licenses, includ- 
| ing the 16,000 amateurs, it has been 
suggested that the burden of the 
charge should be borne by the broad- 
casters.

“It will be a comparatively easy | 
| matter to work out such a schedule | 
| for a tax on the 616 licensed broad- 
| casters whereby a large fixed sum 
can be raised to be turned over to! 
the Treasury. 

“The question of taxing broadcast- 

ers and others has not come before 
the commission as yet, and the views 
lof my colleagues on the subject are 
unknown. Personally, I have grave 

doubts about the wisdom of such a 
procedure. 

“The supervision of broadcasting 
| stations represents only a small por- 
| tion of the work and expense of the} 
| Station. Point-to-point radio commu- 
| nication, television, radio telegraphy, 
marine wireless and aircraft stations 
all require much time and attention 
of the commission. In many respects 
these problems are of more vital im- 
portance than broadcasting. That 
being so, why should the broadcast- 
ers be required to bear the brunt of 
supervision of many other factors en- 
tering into the consideration of this 
subject? 

“Broadcasting stations present to 
their listeners many items of na- 
tional importance,’’ Mr. La Fount 
continued, ‘‘such as the inauguration, 
election returns, the President’s 
speeches, talks by different mem- 
bers of Congress and educators on 


but are presented by the broadcast- 
ing stations. The value of this ser- 
vice to the citizens of this country is 
difficult to estimate.’’ He added the 
service of broadcasters in State and 
community public welfare work. 
‘‘Let us consider this service in 
connection with the fact that the 
government spends millions annually 
for the benefit of agriculture and 
industries of all types and charac- 
ters,’”’ he continued. ‘‘The cost to 
the government of the maintenance 
|} of the Radio Commission and the 
|radio division of the Department of 
|Commerce amounts to approximately 
| $800,000 per annum. It is estimated 
|there are 40,000,000 radio listeners 
daily, so that the cost of radio su- 
pervision is only 2 cents per annum 
per listener. This seems to be a 
very cheap and efficient way of dis- 
seminating much valuable informa- 
tion assembled by the government 
for the benefit of all the people. 

“Tf the broadcaster had to pay a 
government tax and if he should con- 
pate his efforts to the presenting of 





paid-for programs, would the public 
actually be benefited and would the 
revenue to the government compare | 
with the public service programs 
now so frequently broadcast? 
“Certainly as the general expenses | 
or the fixed charges increase,’’ Com- | 
missioner La Fount added, ‘‘the| 
money available for talent and good | 
programs must be reduced and the) 
amount of time given free in the, 
| public interest must likewise be re-| 


| duced.”’

‘TOMBS MONEY’ FOUND 
IN USE OUTSIDE PRISON | 


How the Tokens Reach Sabway| 
and Other Slot Machines | 
Puzzles Officials. 


It was learned yesterday that 
‘‘Tombs money,” the private coinage 
of the city, struck in aluminum for 
the use of its prisoners, is being cir- 
culated outside in direct competition 
with United States money. The In- 
terborough, the telephone company 
and other companies using slot ma- 
chines in the city have regularly ex- 
tracted the city’s tokens from their 
collections. Yesterday the officials 
of the Department of Correction said 
that they could not understand why 
the ‘‘money’’ was passed when it 
was redeemable at face value with 
the city. 

Each month, according to Thomas 
Needham, in charge of the prisoners’ 
cash fund in the Tombs, the Inter- 
borough and the telephone company 
send a package of the aluminum 
coins to him, which he redeems. He 
said that the subway and elevated 
roads send the disks marked ‘‘five’”’ 
exclusively, while from the telephone 
coin boxes are collected many of the 
“twenty-five’’ pieces as well. Both 
pieces have practically the same di- 
mensions as the corresponding coins 
of the realm. 

Mr. Needham added that the keep- 
ers and other city employes were not 
allowed either to accept the coins for 
themselves or to cash them for 
money, and he was at a loss to ex- 
plain their presence outside the 

rison walls. Each prison token is 

cked by real money, and correv- 
tion officials are wondering why per- 
sons prefer using them in slot ma- 
—_ to having them redeemed for 
cash. 

Other coins from the Raymond 
Street Jail are said to have appeared 
in the same manner, and one case of 
a deliberate counterfeit has come tu 
light. This piece, a ‘‘five,’”” was Made 
by taking impressions in cardboard 
and painting the paper with alumi- 
num paint. The counterfeit was 
cashed at the Tombs commissary. 

The aluminum tokens are sold to 
prisoners to enable them to make 
purchases at the commissary. The 
prisoners are not allowed to have 
real money, and the system of tokens 
is intended to eliminate tipping and 
buying favors from the keepers. Not 
more than $20 in tokens is allowed 


to any prisoner at one time.

Harry Reiter, leader of the group, | 
was sentenced to ten years in the

the first year to be spent in solitary 
confinement. With him were sen- 
tenced Edna King, with whom he 
lived in a luxurious apartment here, 
Reiter’s lieutenant, Moe Raskin, and 
Raskin’s wife, Irene. 

Miss King, who told Federal agents 
of the activities of the ring because 
of the attentions Reiter paid other 
women, drew a sentence of three 
‘and one-half years in the prison at 
Rutland, Va. Raskin was sentenced 
to five years in Leavenworth and 
his wife to six months in the De- 
troit House of Correction. 

Narcotics valued at $25,000 were) 
found in Reiter’s apartment when it | 
was raided. 

Evidence connecting Reiter with | 
the drug selling activities of Arnold | 
Rothstein, the New York gambler 
who was fatally shot in a hotel room 
last November, was found by Federal 
narcotic agents when they raided 
Reiter’s apartment in December. 

Bank books found in Reiter’s | 
apartment showed savings deposits | 
in New York, Detroit and Chicago} 
banks averaging more than $1,000 a} 
day, with dates running back more | 
than eight years. j

The weekly weather report issued 
yesterday by the government was as 
follows: 


“Planting of cotton is still confined 
to extreme Southern Texas and local- 
ly in Louisiana, while in the eastern 
belt a small amount was put in as 
far north as Southeastern Georgia. 
In the Southeastern States there was 
very little improvement in condi- 

bi affecting agricultural opera- 
ions. 

‘Temperatures were high and the 
latter part of the week was mostly 
fair, which were effective to some 
extent in drying the soil sufficiently 
| for the resumption of field operations 
on higher lands. In general, how- 
ever, over the entire area, from the 
lower Mississippi River eastward, 
and extending northward to Tennes- 
see and Western North Carolina, the | 
soil continued too wet to work, and | 
field operations remained largely at 
a standstill. 

“The latter part of the week was 
favorable for cotton in Arkansas and 
Louisiana, where work was resumed 
to a considerable extent, but it was 
istill too wet in much of Eastern 
Texas. 

‘“‘Winter wheat made rapid prog- 
ress in practically all parts of the 
main producing area, growth being 
,|markedly stimulated in most sec-| 
tions by — temperatures and moist | 
soil. Condition of soil is now excel- 
|lent in Nebraska, but in the western 
third of Kansas rain is needed, with 
plants small and thin on the ground. 

“Growth was rapid also in the 
Middle Atlantic Coast area, but in 
the wheat section of the Pacific 
Northwest moisture is inadequate 
and present conditions are much less 
favorable. In the Spring wheat belt 
field work was inactive in general, 
| because of unfavorable soil condi- 

| tion, though some plowing and seed- 
ing was possible locally in South Da- 
kota. In the Southern States cereal 
crops made generally good growth. 
Oats seeding was largely sores by 
wet soil, except in the plains States, 
where this work was general as far 
north as Kansas.’

A syndicate headed by Theodore A. 
Meyer has purchased the block front 
on the East River from 105th to 
106th Street, comprising about 100,- 
000 square feet of land area. The 
property was sold by Alonzo L. 
Tuska, trustee of an estate -which 
has owned the site for more than 
fifty years. 

The purchase includes all of the 
property east of 421 East 105th Street | 
and 418 East 106th Street.

Benjamin Benenson, builder, has 
assembled a plot at the northwest 
corner of Lexington Avenue and Fif- 
ty-fourth Street through George C. 
Blackwell, broker. The plot consists 
of 636 and 638 Lexington Avenue, 
five-story apartments, and 137 East 
Fifty-fourth Street, a four-story 
dwelling, which were bought from 
Mrs. May Irwin Hisfeldt, known on 
the American stage for many years | 
as May Irwin. The seller started to 
assemble the plot more than twenty- 
nine years ago. 

The four-story building at 640 Lex- 
ington Avenue, adjoining the Irwin 
property on the north, was bought 
from the Equitable Trust Company, 
as executors of the estate of Paul S.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 27.—The dis- 
turbance that was central over Saskatche- 
wan Tuesday night has moved rapidly south- 
eastward to the Lake region, and the dis- 
turbance over Southern Texas has remained 
almost stationary. Another disturbance of 
considerable intensity is approaching the Brit- 
ish Columbia and Southeastern Alaska coast. 

Pressure is high over the greater part of 
the United States, the British Northwest 
Territory and Manitoba. The temperature 
has fallen from Southern Virginia to Georgia 
and it has risen In the Lake region, the 
Northern plain States and the plateau and 
morthern Rocky Mountain regions, and the 
North Pacitic States. 

The indications are for showers in Tennes- 
Bee, the Appalachian region and the Atlantic 
States, except Florida, Thursday, and prob- 
ably in Ohio, Tennessee, Kentucky and the 
South Atlantic States during Friday.

Heavy specifying this month has 
probably resulted in a further in- 
crease in unfilled tonnage, despite 
the high production of the mills. 

“The outlook in structural steel 
continues to improve, particularly in 
the New York metropolitan district. | 
Bids have been asked on three addi- 
tional subway sections, making a 
total of 81,000 tons of subway work 
now pending. Tenders will be re- 
ceived April 8 on 23,000 tons for the 
first section of an elevated highway 
along the North River.’’
